Safety 


There seems to be a debate going on 
right now about the issue of safe tracks 
for motorcycle road racers. I believe that 
a road racer is in a Catch-22 situation. 
The racer wants to race at safe tracks, 
but the track owner may not be able to 
justify the cost of meeting the safety 
issues. So the owner says no and the 
racer is now forced to go somewhere 
else to race. 

Eventually there will be no place left 
to race, and the racer is no longer a 
racer. So the question is, “Do I continue 
to do something I enjoy, even though 
there are risks, or do I stop doing some- 
thing I enjoy because of the risks?” It’s a 
hard question to answer. 

I have been racing for about six years 
and have raced at 11 tracks, and of those 
11 I consider only three to be safe. My def- 
inition of safe is having enough run-off 
area so there will be no solid station: 
object to impact with. If there is enou; 
run-off to slow the bike down to school- 
zone speed, then I personally believe that 
would be safe. It would be nice to have a 
smooth racing surface, but as long as there 
are no potholes and speed bumps, I feel 
the track surface is acceptable. 

Summit Point has a very slick sur- 
face, but I feel that does not make the 
track unsafe. Actually there is pretty 
good run-off at most places. So the ques- 
tion I face every race weekend is, “Is it 
worth it?” I guess my answer is yes. So 
is the final decision up to the racer? I 
guess it is, but many factors go into 
making that decision. Probably the 
biggest factor is the belief that “it won't 
happen to me.” Some decisions in life 
are hard to make, but the joy the end 
result gives us usually justifies even 
risky behavior.

From the video, at those 
distances, obviously there was no way to 
tell what brand of pants each rider was 
wearing as there are over 40 manufactur- 
ers of snowboard/skate pants that we are 
currently aware of. With Xtreme having 
local manufacturing, as opposed to vari- 
ous overseas production like that of our 
competitors, we had an immediate 
opportunity and desire to initiate a 
“baggy” line of pants and jerseys, and get 
them to the market quickly while фе 
video was still raging. Our staff went to 
work immediately designing and devel- 
oping a new line of apparel for this possi- 
ble new trend. It wasn’t until we saw an 
announcement in Cycle News a few weeks 
later (after we were already in full pro- 
duction of our line of Xtreme SlaX and 
GenAirX Jerseys), stating the intent of 
LBZ to market a motorcycle version of 
their existing skate pants. Our initial reac- 
tion was that of excitement, as it gave cre- 
dence and justification to a market we 
weren't positive existed, but were going 
after full force anyway. E 

As we hope you can see, there has 
been no "copying" in our quest to 
respond to a possible market change. 
We were actually hoping to be the first 
and only to delve into this new, and 
maybe just, niche market. But oh, well, 
being born racers, we thrive on competi- 
tion. We applaud LBZ for their parallel 
foresight into this new segment of the 
market and look forward to the rewards 
and improvements that professional 
competition brings to the end consumer, 
the rider!

f you had ever thought about racing 
| Baja 1000, this year's event had a 

lot of appeal. The course was the clas- 
sic "all the way to La Paz" format, 
which boosted the motorcycle field up 
to 106 entries. The start line had been 
moved north to Tijuana, stretching the 
overall length to an impressive 1,146 
miles and adding one of the tightest sec- 
tions ever seen in a SCORE event, and 
rain had laid much of the dust. 

And for once, the factory teams did 
not look invincible. Kawasaki was rac- 
ing without the talent of the legendary 
Danny Hamel and its other Baja ace, 10- 
time motorcycle champ Larry Roeseler, 
had retired from two-wheeled competi- 
tion to drive a trophy truck, while 
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Honda was sporting a two-man team 
that would put Johnny Campbell and 
Jimmy Lewis on the bike for more than 
11 hours each. 

But when the checkered flag dropped 
after almost 20 hours of fast-paced rac- 
ing, it was Baja as usual. The new Team 
Green "A team" of Paul Krause, Ted 
Hunnicutt and Ty Davis had grabbed 
top honors for Kawasaki for the eighth 
year in a row, with an average speed of 
58.72 mph. 

"There's a lot of people who doubted 
that we could continue. We lost Danny, 
and Larry retired in the same year, 
which has made it very difficult for us. 
But we came here to win and we did," 
said Team Green Manager Mark John- 
son. ^We wanted to win this race for 
ourselves, and if we were lucky enough 
to do that, we would dedicate it to 
Danny. We did it for you, buddy." 

Excitement was high as the racers

prepared for the 28th annual running of 
the SCORE Baja 1000 and Tijuana wel- 
comed with open arms the first race 
start it-had seen since the inaugural 
event in 1967. 

The lead-off riders got to see more 
of Tijuana than they had planned 
thanks to a delay that kept them cool- 
ing their heels on the starting line for 
20 minutes while SCORE officials took 
care of last-minute road closures and 
waited for the coastal fog to lift a little. 
But it was full steam ahead when the 
starting flag finally dropped at 6:20 
a.m. - for everybody except Dave 
Ondas, the lead-off rider for Kawasa- 
ki's B team. 

“About a quarter of a mile into the 
course in the first big turn there was a 
whole bunch of people running across 
the highway," said Ondas, who was 
teamed with Scott Morris and Craig 
Smith on a KX500. “I went to slow down 












and I didn’t realize I was on wet con- 
crete from the dampness of the morn- 
ing. I was probably in second or third 
gear, doing somewhere around 40.” 

Ondas grabbed too much front brake 
and he and the bike went sliding down 
the pavement. The 100-foot slide put a 
hole above the oil line in the KX500's 
case, took much of the skin off Ondas' 
forearms and elbows, and sent him back 
to the start for repairs. 

"They put some duct tape on the case 
to hold it until I got to the pit where 
they could epoxy it. Everything else was 
okay, which surprised me after the way 
the bike was spinning around," said 
Ondas, who changed his jersey and 
headed back into his 455-mile section. “I 
lost about half an hour to 45 minutes. I 
didn't feel too bad until I cleaned (all the 
scrapes) out. That made them start 
burning." 

The other top contenders left the start 
with a lot less fanfare. Campbell, who 
was riding the first 680 miles on one of 
American Honda's two XR628 entries, 
was number four in the starting lineup 
and the top Kawasaki entry, piloted by 
Ty Davis for the first 450 miles, was a 
minute behind, in fifth. 

"| was pleased with my starting posi- 
tion - when you're close to the front, 
there's not as much dust," said Camp- 
bell, “but there wasn't a lot of dust any- 
way. I was able to pass most people 
quite easily." 

Unfortunately for Campbell, the dust 
wasn't holding Davis up, either. The 
Kawasaki pilot was racing all out trying 
to get around his main rival before they 
reached the 12-mile mark. 

“I didn't think there was any way I 
could catch him but I had to try because 
right after there you hit 30 or 40 miles of 
silt, and with the sun in your eyes, 
there's no way you can get by some- 
body," Davis explained. 

The pre-race favorites were almost 
neck-and-neck when they reached the 
critical section of the course. 

“We came across these railroad 
tracks. (Campbell) backed off and I just 
jumped them. I was going so fast I 
missed the corner in the gravel and I 
went off in the boonies. Mexicans were 
running everywhere," said Davis. "He 
ended up a couple of bike lengths ahead 
of me but I bagged him right there 
because I knew the road so well. I went 
right through the blinding dust and got 
the other guy that was in front of him, 
then he held Campbell up for me." 

The pass put Davis in clear air for the 
worst of the silt, and the unusually tight 
terrain of the opening section did the 
rest as the course headed south from 
Tijuana, turned east to parallel Highway 
2 on its way toward Mexicali, and then 
veered south to parallel Highway 5 all 
the way to Borrego Junction. 

“The first section was very tight for a 
SCORE race - as tight as it gets," said 
Campbell. ^(Davis) is National Enduro 
champion, so he's extremely good at the 
technical twisty stuff, plus I had to ride 
to just about San Ignacio, which is 660 
miles, so I was saving myself. He set a 
pace I just couldn't hold and I lost about 
six minutes in the first 100 miles to 
him." 

A fast opening pace was also set by 


























Honda’s. other XR628, which was pilot- 
ed off the start by Jeff Capt, and James 
Ditson’s KX500 team was running 
fourth. 

Further back in the starting order, the 
Kawasaki KX250 privateer quintet of 
Tim Morton, John Flores, Brent Blount, 
Jason Kawell and Steve Hengeveld was 
taking Class 21 (126 to 250cc) by storm 
and had put 11 minutes on their nearest 
rivals in the first 100 miles. A tight battle 
was shaping up between the top run- 
ning Class 30 entries of Chuck Miller, 
Paul Ostbo and Greg Bringle on Ameri- 
can Honda’s megabuck EXP prototype, 
and Kawasaki-backed Rex Staten, John 
Rudder, Earl Roberts and Mike Shoe- 
maker. A four-way tussle was going on 
for the Class 40 lead, among the teams 
led by James DeGaine, Bob Rutten, 
Chris Haines and Dave LaPraik, and the 
125cc effort led by Marc Burnett had 
opened up half an hour on its nearest 
competition despite losing more than 
half an hour to the larger bikes in the 
first 100 miles. 

Out in front, Davis held the number- 
one spot all the way down the coast to 
Borrego Junction, past San Felipe and on 
to El Crucero, where he handed the bike 
over to Hunnicutt. 

"That's the longest race I've ever 
done. Гуе never done 450 miles before," 
said Davis, who finished the opening 
section with a 15-minute lead. "There 
were booby traps all over the place and 
cars coming backwards, so you had to 
be really careful. But other than that, it 
went really smooth - no problems, bike 
ran great the whole way. Another bor- 
ing story." 

The opening section of the race was 











anything but boring for the leader in the 
Mexican-team points race. 

“Our damper came off in the first 100 
miles, which made it harder, and then 
Ricardo got off on Laguna Salada," said 
Beto Verber, the leader of the KX250 
team that included Ricardo Malo, Brian 
Schmuckle and Roger Brambilla. “There

was a booby trap and he went end over 
end and hurt his back. A couple of 
aspirins and he was okay, and he just 
bent himself, not the bike." 

Honda's number-two team wished 
their race were going half as well. After 
holding on to third all the way to the 
end of his section, Jeff Capt found he 





had nobody to take over the ride when 
he reached the 350-mile mark at 
Puertecitos. 

“I was pre-running a 12-mile section 
of pavement the morning of the race," 
said Drey Dircks, who was scheduled to 
take over from Capt. ^A car came up 
behind me without me seeing it. He 
went to go around me and, as he was 
passing, he swerved into me. ^I didn't 
crash but when the car hit me, my leg 
got caught on the bumper or something 
and it tweaked my knee." 

Dircks was unable to ride, so Capt 
was forced to continue another 300 
miles to San Ignacio, where he handed 
off to Honda's Team Manager, Bruce 
Ogilvie, who had signed up as an extra 
rider just in case any of the Honda 
teams needed a hand. 

Up ahead, in second overall and still 
less than 20 minutes off the lead, Camp- 
bell was starting to have problems of a 
different sort. 

"| started having some engine prob- 
lems. The bike had a.knocking noise on 
the top end at high rpm and it started 
slowing down. Instead of going 110 
down a straight road, I was going 
maybe 60," said Campbell. “I had to do 
that for about 15 miles, then I stopped at 
a pit. We checked the oil, changed the 
air cleaner, and just hoped for the best." 

The top-running 250cc team was also 
starting to run into trouble. 

"I'm not sure what happened up in 
the top half of the course. All I can gath- 
er is that the bike wasn't running too 
good. I think it was carburetion," said 
Morton. "My partners were complain- 
ing that it wasn't running super well 
and that we were losing a lot of time." 

The KX500 team had also developed 
a brake problem. 

"There's something wrong with the 
rear caliper," Morton explained. "It 
burns one pad all the way down with- 
out touching the other one. We changed 
pads four times trying to figure it out." 

At the head of the pack, the number- 
one Kawasaki continued to run flaw- 
lessly, but even that doesn't guarantee a 
trouble-free run in Baja. 

"There were all sorts of rumors about 
the main road getting blocked. We 
didn't think we could get all of our pit 
stuff down to the Bay of LA (Bahia de 
los Angeles) - the lights and the ignition, 
and we couldn't take a chance, so we 
put everything on at El Crucero," said 
Hunnicutt. “We didn't want to do that. 
The lights slowed the bike down and we 
ended up breaking lights because of that 
- two sets." 

A demonstration blocked Highway 1 
at San Quintin for some time and held 
up some of the pit crews for the race 
trucks, which had left the start five 
hours behind the bikes, but most of the 
motorcycle crews were unaffected. State 
police had to escort the stranded 
motorists around the demonstration, 
which, according to SCORE, was not 
related to the race. 

Hunnicutt followed the course 
through Bahia de los Angeles, crossed 
the north Baja/south Baja border at El 
Arco, just east of Guerrero Negro, and 
hit the highway just before the oasis-like 
town of San Ignacio. Kawasaki's heli- 
coper racéd with him all the way. 

“It's great to know the helicopter's 
there and we get some warnings from 
it" Davis explained. “I think it's illegal 
to tell us what's coming up but Mark 
(Johnson) told the SCORE officials he 
was going to do it anyway. He said, 
"They're my riders and I'm not going to 
let them get hurt.'" 

"There's very little conversation," 
said Johnson. “I say things like, ‘Booby 
trap.’ ‘Car, quarter mile.’ It's a safety 
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thing. We also 
had a ‘Critical 

Air’ plane - a full 
medical plane with a nurse in the back 
with a trauma pack - waiting for us 
wherever we went. We don’t want any- 
thing to happen down here.” 

Honda also had a helicopter in the air 
and more than 20 light planes supported 
competitors in the four-wheeled classes, 
which ensured long lines for fuel at the 
airport in San Felipe. 

The advantage of air support was 
lost as the sun began to set and, thanks 
to the delay at the start, darkness caught 
many of the racers off guard. 

“Tt got dark about 200 miles sooner 
than we'd expected," said Hunnicutt, 
who dashed through San Ignacio at 5:30 
p.m., "plus things were taking a bit 
longer than we'd expected. I had to do 
something to the bike at every pit except 
one. I broke one set of lights and we had 
to replace the pipe. It turned out to be a 
really long day." 

But it was becoming an even longer 
day for the racers behind him. 

Campbell had put in an 11-1/2-hour 
ride by the time he finished his 680-mile 
section at San Ignacio and handed over 
to Lewis for the second half of the race. 
The Honda had perked up after getting 
oil and a new air filter near the 400-mile 
mark, but it still wasn't out of the 
woods. 

“Tt was running better but we never 
really knew what was wrong with it, so 
we couldn't be sure it wouldn't happen 
again," said Campbell. "I was about 15 
minutes down pretty much all the way 
here. I would gain a couple of minutes 
in one section and lose a couple in 
another." 

The on-again, off-again rain that had 
kept Baja damp almost all week 
changed from a dust-laying blessing in 
the upper sections of the course to a 
tremendous hassle near the halfway 
point. 

"The course was completely under 
water for 50 yards at a time around El 
Arco," said Morris. “We had to make 
some detours around it to get through." 

The Morris/Ondas/Smith KX500 
team had a firm grip on third overall at 
San Ignacio, an hour behind the leaders 
on corrected time, and the KX500 team 
headed by Jeff Sheets cleared the pit an 
hour and a half behind the front-runners 
in fourth. 

"] think we've got the widest age 
spread in the field," said Keith O'Neal. 
“I'm 26, (Sheets) is 35, we've got Chuck 
Dempsey and Rob Mesecher, and we go 
all the way through to my father (Jim 
O'Neal). I think he's 48. We just tried to 
stay consistent all day. We knew we 
couldn't beat the factory guys." 

Honda's number-two entry was run- 
ning fifth, almost side by side with Tim 
Morton's KX250, which had stretched 
out an hour's lead on its nearest Class 21 
rival. The Miller/Ostbo/Bringle trio had 
Honda's EXP more than an hour ahead 
in Class 30 as it passed the halfway 
point, and Chris Haines' team was half 
an hour ahead of DeGaine's Kawasaki 
in Class 40, with the Rutten team deter- 
minedly hanging on to third. Marc Bur- 
nett, Joey Lane and Billy McClintock 
had an eight-hour lead in the 125cc divi- 
sion and Jim Moore was racing at the 
head of the Class 50 pack, more than 
eight hours behind the overall leaders. 

Darkness brought a whole new set of 
challenges. 

"| smelled all this hot wiring and the 
lights started to go out - one light at a 
time," said Morris, who lost his lights 
the minute he left San Ignacio. "When 
the last one finally burned out, I was 
about three miles from my pit. I got out 
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a flashlight and held that with one hand 
and held the handlebars with the other 
while I was bouncing through the 
rocks.” 

Trolli, who took over the number- 
two Honda from Capt and Ogilvie at La 
Purisima, fought lighting problems all 
the way to the finish. 

“I lost the pencil after 100 miles, then 
about 65 miles before the end, I lose the 
other one, too. The bolts were not tight 
and it was lying down,” said Trolli, who 
made several attempts to fix his lights. 
“A local guy gave me some wire, then I 
find another local guy who gave me a 
bungee cord.” 

The KX500 team of Chris Eberz, Ian 
Smith, Don Franklin and Tom McAllis- 
ter completely lost their lights almost as 
soon as darkness fell and were forced to 
'race with only a tiny backup light. The 
Over 40 team of David LaPraik, Richard 
Jackson, Rick Shirey, Buddy Baker and 
Mark Forrest lost their lights twice and 
eventually had to enlist the help of a tro- 
phy-truck pit crew to weld them back in 
place, and Pete Sheehan's lights went 
out when the ignition on the KX500 he 
shared with Clint Stacklie, Steve Edlef- 
sen and Mike Pallett started to fail. 

“I had enough power to drive 40 
watts and I had a 55-watt light. We had 
to ride over five grand all the time or we 
didn't have any lights, so we had a hell 
of a time,” said Sheehan. “We kept over- 
shooting turns. I was just hoping the 
sun would come up so I could see." 

And darkness wasn't the only chal- 
lenge the riders faced. 

“I almost hit a couple of cows going 
down the highway in San Ignacio. They 
were right on the course," said Morris. 
“It’s a little scary going 110 and having 
cows come out in front of you." 

Then the rain started to fall. Krause 
was damp from the minute he took over 
the lead bike in La Purisima and stayed 
that way nearly all the way to the finish 
300 miles later. Fifteen minutes back, in 
second at La Purisima, Lewis was deter- 
mined to use the rain to his advantage. 

“I love it when it's miserable," said 
Lewis. "The worse the conditions, the 
better I ride relative to everybody else - 
the better I ride, period. I get more excit- 
ed." 

Lewis pushed hard as the course con- 
tinued south past Loreto, across High- 
way 1 near Ciudad Insurgentes and on 
to the Highway 22 crossing near Ciudad 
Constitucion. 

"This is the first time I've ridden to 
La Paz and, when I volunteered to do 
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the lower part of the course, they didn't 
tell me there were 80 miles of sand 
whoops just south of Constitucion," said 
Lewis, with a grin. "The whoops kind of 
suck you in. They get bigger and deeper 
and bigger and deeper." : 

And then there was the mountain 
section. 

“I was hoping it would rain more in 
the mountains but it was dry basically 
the whole way through there," said 
Lewis, who stayed 15 to 20 minutes 
behind the lead bike no matter how 
hard he rode. "I could see where 
(Krause's) lines went. He rode really 
good." 

Back in third, Craig Smith, who had 
taken over the Morris /Ondas KX500 for 
the sprint to the finish, missed most of 
the rain but he still had to deal with its 
aftermath. 

"There were some big water pools 
that weren't there when I was pre-run- 
ning," said Smith. “The water was like a 
foot deep coming into Highway 22. I 
saw it coming and took off on some car 
tracks that looked like they went 
around it. I started sinking in the mud, 
so I came out of the bushes when I 
thought I was past the water and 
jumped back onto the road - right into 
foot-deep water. I had water going over 
my head and I couldn't see where I was 
going." 

Despite an almost full moon, the 
thick cover of rain clouds made the 
night pitch black as the racers cleared 
Santa Rita, just past the 1,000-mile mark, 
and entered the final stretch to La Paz. 

Brian Schmuckle, who was sched- 
uled to ride the third quarter of the race 
for the top-running Mexican team, put 
in some unexpected miles that took him 
through Santa Rita and on to within 20 
miles of the finish. 

“When І got-to the end of my section, 
nobody was there to take over. My part- 
ner had taken a wrong turn and was 
way further down the course," said 
Schmuckle. ^I thought I was going to 
make it all the way to the finish but 
when I finally reached them, they 
kicked me off the bike. The secret to a 
good race down here is lobster burritos - 
they're great brain food." 

Jason Ingersoll, who shared a Honda 
XR400R with Elizaburo Karasawa and 
Erik Mattson dashed past the Sheets / 
O'Neal/O'Neal/Dempsey / Mesecher 
Kawasaki in the whoops just before 
Santa Rita, and Bob Rutten, who had 
taken over the Class 40 lead when Chris 
Haines' bike failed to reach checkpoint

seven near Loreto, did a face-plant in 
the thick silt just below Santa Rita. 

“It’s really bad silt down there so I 
was going slow with my feet down 
making sure I didn’t fall,” said Rutten. 
“I hit a deep rut and went down head 
first.” 

With the silty section behind them, 
the racers faced the excitement of the 
mini-summit, where Ken Burris, who 
was riding cleanup for the Tex 
Mitchell / Chris Steward / Ron Mitchell / 
Kip Busse Class 22 XR600 team, got a 
bloody nose when he fell in a hole, and 
then the finish line was almost in sight. 

Krause put in a trouble-free ride until 
the lights of La Paz were just over the 
horizon and his 15-minute lead was still 
intact as he reached the home stretch. 
But with the race almost in the bag, he 
careened off the course just 15 miles 
from the checkered flag. 

“I overshot a corner and went into a 
big rain rut. I landed in it, got stuck in a 
bush and had to bench press the bike 
out," said Krause. "It tweaked the front 
of the bike pretty good. The lights 
weren't in front of me anymore, so І 
couldn't see anything the rest of the way. 
It was just a bad deal late in the race." 

Krause lost precious seconds hauling 
the bike back onto the course, then con- 
tinued the final dash down the wet 
pavement. The highway near La Paz 
was lined with spectators despite the 
early-morning hour, and they cheered 
Krause on all the way to the finish. 

With his arms extended straight up 
over his head, the Kawasaki racer took 
the checkered flag just before 2 a.m. The 
three-man team completed the 1,146- 
mile course in 19 hours and 31 minutes 
with an average speed of 58.72 mph. 

"Things went pretty well the whole 
way," said Krause "We changed (light) 
bulbs two or three times and changed 
the whole set up at pit 23, but that was 
about it. I thought it was really a good 
race course and the spectators were real- 
ly good as far as not building any jumps 
for us." 

The win represented a last hurrah for 
Hunnicutt, who has dropped Mexico 
from his 1996 race plans, and it could 
even turn out to be the last hurrah for 
Kawasaki in Mexico. 

^Will we do it again? I don't know as 
of today - I don't know what we will 
do," said Mark Johnson. "We had a 
pretty good day. The guys kept the bike 
going forward and kept it on two 
wheels until the last 10 miles. All in all, 
we had a pretty smooth day - one of the 
smoothest I can remember for a long 
time. We will go back and evaluate 
things, and make decisions from there." 

Lewis brought the XR628 he shared 
with Campbell across the finish just 
eight minutes behind the winning 
Kawasaki despite earlier engine prob- 
lems, and claimed second overall with 
an average speed of 58.32 mph. Lewis 
was anything but happy with second. 

"You know what they say. Second 
ain't s---,” said Lewis. "It will probably 
sink in later but for now, it would've 
been much better to win." 

Despite his disappointment, Lewis 
admitted that he enjoyed his first ride to 
La Paz. 

“The length of the race is good but 
it's too dangerous," said Lewis. “The 
most dangerous thing is cows. You're 
basically going down tunnels where the 
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trees аге grow- 
ing right along 

the side of the road. 
A cow will be sleeping off to the side, it 
gets spooked and it jumps up into the 
road. Everybody I pre-rode with hit a 
cow.” 

Campbell was happy just to see the 
Honda make it all the way to the finish. 

“It seems like we’ve had some 
extreme problems in the past year in 
SCORE races, but this was great,” said 
Campbell. “The real long ones are good 
for our bike because the riders ride a lit- 
tle easier, plus we've also changed the 
bike a little - detuned it. It's a lot slower 
than it used to be but it was easier to 
ride and it went all day." 

There was a 45-minute wait before 
Craig Smith brought the KX500 he 
shared with Scott Morris and Dave 
Ondas in to claim third overall, and 
another hour and a half before Honda's 
number-two entry of Capt, Trolli and 
Dircks crossed the finish in fourth. 

"Riding in Mexico is exciting," said 
Smith. “There are people lined up all the 
way along the course - wall-to-wall peo- 
ple. It's pretty neat but it's kind of scary 
too, especially on the asphalt when you 
think that these guys have their dogs 
out there and any minute one of them's 
going to run in front of you." 

Trolli was frustrated by his team's 
long battle with failing lights. 

"Before the race I had a pretty good 
feeling. I believe our team was a little bit 
better because three riders can do better 
than two in a long race and because the 
bike is so good. Our top speed is about 
110," said the native Italian. ^I hate to 
watch others go by, arid I try - I try no 
matter what, but I am sad. A race like 
the Baja 1000 is so important because 
there's only one a year and to go to La 
Paz you have to wait two, three, five 
years. This is the best race. I really want 
to do well here." 

Tim Morton brought the Morton/ 
Flores /Blount/Kawell/Hengeveld 
KX250 across the finish line with a total 
elapsed time of 22 hours and five min- 
utes to score a wire-to-wire win in Class 
21. The team's nearest 250cc rival - the 
KX250 piloted by Verber, Malo, 
Schmuckle and Brambilla, finished an 
hour and a half behind the class winner, 
and took the Governor's Cup as the first 
Mexican entry to cross the finish. 

“We were losing a lot of time with 
the motor not running well and the 
brakes messed up, but what the hell," 
said Morton. "It was kind of interesting 
in the rain. There were a lot of times 
when you didn't know it was muddy 
until you started sliding, and I nearly 
lost the whole thing when I forgot about 
a large gully by San Javier. It's a drop 
down with big rocks and I went into it 
full speed." 

Morton crashed hard in the rocks at 
the bottom of the drop off and the bike 
bounced off the course. 

"The motor died so it was pitch black 
and all I could think was, ‘Oh no, my 
lights.” They are borrowed lights and are 
really expensive," said 28-year-old Mor- 
ton, who was competing in his 13th Baja 
1000. "My jaw was really hurting but the 
first thing I did when I got up was feel 
the lenses to see that they were okay." 

Jason Ingersoll brought the Honda 
XR400R he shared with Elizaburo Kara- 
sawa and Erik Mattson across the finish 
in sixth overall, edging the Honda EXP 
under the command of Chuck Miller, 
Paul Ostbo and Greg Bringle into sev- 
enth by just three minutes. 

Ingersoll was too tired to remember 
the name of the town where he got on 
the bike but he did remember that the 
XR400 had performed flawlessly. 
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“It worked good the whole way. It’s 
really easy to ride - really light, which 
made my life easy,” said Ingersoll. 

The EXP riders, which took Class 30 
honors two hours ahead of their nearest 
competition, had even higher praise for 
their bike, which is so complicated that 
Honda had stationed a special nine- 
man technical team in Baja to look after 
it. 

“What an incredible bike. It’s the best 
thing I've ever ridden,” said Ostbo, who 
rode 720 miles in his first race since the 
Baja 1000 went to La Paz in 1992. "The 
motor is just phenomenal - the best 
motor I've ever had in a motorcycle by 
far, and it's going over 100 miles an hour 
on regular pump gas, getting 20 miles to 
the gallon and meeting California emis- 
sion standards for the year 2000." 

The team struggled in the middle of 
the race after a crash broke a sensor and 
loosened some wiring. 

"This bike is a prototype that has a 
lot of gadgets, gizmos and widgets that 
a lot of bikes don't have. It was a simple 
problem but it took us a while to find 
it,” said Miller. “The unique and really 
good thing about this bike is the way 
that, even with all these problems, it 


keeps running. The computer compen- , 


sates for problems that might make 
another bike quit or simply blow up. 
The computer sacrifices performance for 
longevity and even if it's running poor- 
ly, it will keep running forever." 

The Bob Rutten/Bob Johnson/ Bill 
Postel team took Class 40 honors in 
broad daylight just before 7 a.m. The 
three-man team had been battling Baja 
for almost 24 hours. 

"This was kind of a test ride for the 
new XR400R,” said Rutten. "It could use 
a little more top end for down here - we 
topped out at about 88 or 89, so we're 
giving away 20 miles an hour on the 
open bikes, but everything went pretty 
well." 

Second in Class 40 went to the James 
DeGaine team, whose KX500 crossed 
the finish with vice grips holding the 
rear axle in place. 

“I was only five miles from the finish 
when the axle nut fell off. The chain 
came off and chipped the case, and it 
tore the chain guard off," said Bret Leef, 
who was riding cleanup for the team. "I 
couldn't stand a DNF five miles from 
the finish in a race this long, so I was 
prepared to do whatever it took." 

The first trophy truck stormed into 
the finish just 20 minutes behind Rut- 
ten at 7:20 a.m. and Larry Ragland took 





the four-wheeled win with a total 
elapsed time of 20 hours and 14 min- 
utes - 43 minutes slower than the 
fastest two-wheeled entry, which pre- 
served Kawasaki's overall win of the 
Baja 1000. 

The 125cc team captained by Marc 
Burnett stayed at the head of the Class 
20 pack for 27 long hours and was more 
than 12 hours ahead of its nearest 125cc 
rival when it crossed the finish, and 
Class 50 honors went to Jim Moore, 
Zane Prather, Ron Phillips and Steve 
Dutton with a winning time of 31 
hours. €N 








Ty Davis was the lead rider for 
the winning Kawasaki team. By 
the time Davis reached El 
Crucero, some 450 miles into the 
race, he had stretched a 15- 
minute lead over second place.

The legendary Malcolm Smith returned to 
Baja for this year's SCORE 1000. Smith was 
the lead-off rider for Ron Bishop's Over 50 
entry and had drawn a very unfortunate start- 
ing spot - dead last іп the motorcycle lineup. 
Smith àdmitted that he "would rather be up 
front," but said his philosophy about the race 
has changed in the last 25 years from a wide- 
open, win-at-all-costs attitude to an “I just 
want to get there" attitude: Smith's team fin- 
ished second in Class 50. 





At the very front of the starting order was 
Keith Allen, who had drawn the number-one 
starting position for the second time in his two- 
race Baja career. Allen's only other Baja run 
was in 1992 - the last time the 1000 went to La 
Paz, and he was first off the line then, too. 
"Unbelievable, isn't it?" said the Florida racer. 


Ty Davis had ап interesting pre-run experi- 
ence when he was surveying the course. in 
Larry Roeseler's pre-run truck. The Baja 
1000 was only the second trophy-truck race 
for Roeseler, who retired from motorcycle 
competition this year. ^We were pre-running 
the first section," Davis explained. "We were 
about 18 miles out in a section that's really 
steep and rocky. We were only doing about 
five miles per hour and the front wheels went 
off the side.

PARIS, FRANCE, NOV. 10-12 
he worldwide supercross domi- 
| nation of Jeremy.McGrath was 
confirmed this weekend in Paris 
as the three-time U.S. champion became 
the “King Of Bercy” by winning two of 
three nights at the prestigious Paris- 
Bercy Supercross. 

“It feels great to come over here and 
be treated so well by everyone and then 
get a chance to put on a good show,” 
said McGrath, the star of the American 
Honda/ 1-800-Collect/Fox Racing team. 
“I wish I could have won all three 
nights, but I made a mistake on the start 
Saturday and I couldn't get a sweep." 

The win on Saturday night went to 
Noleen/Sizzler/ Yamaha rider Larry 
Ward, who was the surprise runner-up 
to McGrath in the 1995 U.S. Supercross 
Series. Ward, however, has taken huge 
strides this fall towards confirming his 
status as the second-best guy out there. 
Like McGrath, Ward has finished on the 
podium in all four rounds of the 1995 
FIM World Supercross Series. (McGrath 
won the opener in Barcelona, Spain; 
Ward was third.) 

For the record, McGrath was the win- 
ner on Friday night ahead of Ward and 
Kawasaki team newcomer Jeff Emig. On 
Saturday night, McGrath crashed in the 
second turn and Ward scooted away 
from Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes for the 
win while McGrath recovered for third. 
In Sunday’s finale McGrath pulled away 
from Hughes and Ward to clinch his 
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second win of the weekend and the 
"King of Bercy" crown. 

For the weekend, McGrath took 
home a total of $35,000 in prize money: 
$15,000 for each win plus $5,000 the 
night he scored third. He also took 
home a considerable fee in start money. 
(See Briefly.) Ward's prize money 
totaled $28,000 for three night's work. 

The Paris-Bercy event has been the 
highlight of the fall season since its 
debut in 1984. Since then, Europe's best 
stadium pilots have challenged the 
barnstorming American stars, but rarely 
beaten them. The only non-U.S. riders to 
win a 250cc main event here were five- 
time victor Jean-Michel Bayle and Aus- 
tralian Jeff Leisk, who was the first to 
beat the Americans in 1989. This year, 
the foreign contingent was diminished 
by injuries to Yves Demaria and Greg 
Albertyn, and the non-entry of World 
Champions Alex Puzar and Kurt Nicoll. 
Leading the way was a flu-plagued 
Mickael Pichon and reluctant super- 
crossers Stefan Everts and Pedro 
Tragter. Neither Everts nor Pichon 
made it through the weekend; Tragter's 
only qualified once for the 16-man main, 
and Events finished 15th. 

“Over here supercross is just some- 
thing to do for money after the world 
championships are over," said Dutch- 
man Pedro Tragter, the '93 125cc World 
MX Champion. “There are rules here to 
keep the GP tracks from being super- 
cross, too. It is very hard for us to ride at 
the level of McGrath and the other 
Americans."

When asked how impressed he was 
with McGrath himself, Tragter admitted 
that he was very impressed. 

“The way he jumps is not like anyone 
I have seen,” said Tragter. “It as if he is 
riding BMX while the rest are on motor- 
cycles. Did he once ride the BMX or 
something?” When told he was correct, 
Tragter was very pleased with his guess. 
The highest finish for a non-U.S. rider 
all weekend long was seventh, accom- 
plished by Frenchman Thierry Bethys 
on Saturday night. 

The three-night Paris-Bercy, orga- 
nized by the Lariviere corporation of 
Moto Revue and Moto Verte magazine 
fame, is a unique event through and 
through. The Bercy stadium itself is the 
most famous arena in France. Inside its 
grass-covered ways are a variety of 
events that only those Jerry Lewis-lov- 
ing Frenchmen could think up: super- 
cross, wind-surfing, jet-skiing, tennis, 
Madonna concerts, trials, rodeo, moun- 
tain-biking, and slick track racing, to 
name just a few. The event is also 
famous for its opening ceremonies. This 
year’s theme was “The Wild West 
Show.” With the help of Euro Disney, 
stunt riders dressed as cowboys and 
Indians did trick-riding on horses, fired 
cap guns and played live country music 
as the announcer kept track from aboard 
a steer. There were also look-alikes and 
act-alikes for Sitting Bull, Annie Oakley 
and Buffalo Bill. The riders then came 
out on motorcycles, wearing cowboy 
hats. McGrath’s grand entrance came in 
a cheerleader-filled covered wagon. 

The track was designed by highly- 
recommended 17.5. track builder John 
Savitski, who made use of every inch of 
the stadium floor - and a few hallways - 
to put together a track of about 45 sec- 
onds in length. The Friday night edition 
was super technical and made for not- 
so-great racing. Savitski took some

his Honda into the face of a jump and 
crashed out of the race on the last lap. 

In heat two, McGrath caused quite a 
stir when he failed to qualify directly 
after crashing three times. “That’s more 
times that I crashed all this year,” joked 
Jeremy after a dismal eighth. Hughes 
won the race with Ward and Honda of 
Troy's Mike Craig following. 

The first semi was won by Yamaha 
factory pilot John Dowd while 250cc 
World Champion Stefan Everts of Bel- 
gium was second. The second heat went 
to McGrath over teammate and fellow 
crasher Lamson. The repecharge, or Last 
Chance Qualifier, was won by Japanese 
National Champion Matiasevich ahead 
of Frenchman Daniel Obelisco. Failing 
to make the main event altogether were 
British pilot James Dobb, Lawrence, 
Tragter, French stars Pichon and Freder- 
ic Bolley, and South African Colin Dug- 
more, who finished fourth at the 
Barcelona series opener. 

The main event saw McGrath steal 
the early lead from Craig and more or 
less jump away with the win. McGrath 
led all 20 laps while Craig held second 
for the first nine laps before being over- 
taken by Emig, who was in turn passed 
by Ward on the final lap. 

McGrath pleased the crowd with a 
finish-line nac-nac, and then told the 
packed house how pleased he was to 
win for them. 

^| want to be up here on top of the 
podium every night," said the popular 
American. “Winning Paris has been a 





notes on a dinner napkin late that night 
as some of the riders suggested, and 
altered the track the next day. The 
result was a better, less technical track 
that allowed for more passing and bet- 
ter racing. 

Once the horses were cleaned up 
after, Friday's racing began and the first 
heat-race win was turned in by Honda 
of Troy's Mike Brown, another surprise 
of the '95 U.S. racing season. Brown bet- 
tered expatriate Jimmy Button and 
Frenchman Frederic Vialle. Failing to 
make the first three transfer spots were 
Americans Jeff Matiasevich, Jeff Emig, 
125cc National Champ Steve Lamson, 
and privateer Phil Lawrence. 

“I was out front and I thought I pret- 
ty much had it wrapped up until I had 
brain-fade," said Lamson, who plowed 





goal of mine all year long and I don't 
want to go home with anything less 
than the King of Bercy crown." 

Rounding out the top five behind 
McGrath, Ward and Emig were late- 
chargers Lamson and Hughes. Then 
came Craig, Button, and high-finishing 
Frenchmen Obelisco and Bethys. 
Kawasaki-mounted Matiasevich would 
round out the top 10. 

The King of Bercy crown would be in 
jeopardy for McGrath after Saturday 
night's main event. After winning their 
heat races McGrath and Ward entered 
the main event as the clear favorites, in 
that order. But in the second turn, 
McGrath clipped another rider's rear 
wheel and went from fourth to dead 
last. Ward seized the perfect opportuni- 
ty to win his third-ever Paris main event 








and pulled away from early challenger 
Button in the first five laps. Button held 
second for half the race before Hughes 
and Craig motored by. McGrath, mean- 
while, was firing through the field on all 
cylinders. He was up to fifth by the 10th 
lap, but needed five more laps to catch 
Button. Two laps later he zapped Craig 
before running out of time in third 
place. 

"There was just no place to pass out 
there and I didn't really want to take 
anyone out," said McGrath. "Besides, I 
don't want to take a chance of losing the 
King of Bercy, at least not any more than 
I already have." 

McGrath was referring to the fact 
that Ward had seized the lead in the 
weekend standings by virtue of his 2-1 
finishes. 

“I think that tomorrow night will be 
a great race because there's a lot at stake 
and I know that I can win," said Ward. 
“It will mean a lot for the 1996 season as 
well, because my confidence level is 
higher than it's ever been. I know I can 
ride with anyone now and next year I'm 
going to go for some wins." 

Ward did just that off the start of 
Sunday's decisive main event, but so 
did McGrath and Hughes. Once the 
first-lap shuffling settled, McGrath was 
in the lead with Hughes and Ward fol- 
lowing. Emig, meanwhile, lay back in 
the first turn. 

"| banged elbows with Craig a few 
times coming off the starting gate and it 
messed me up going into the first turn," 


said Emig, whose night was looking 
bright after beating McGrath straight up 
in their semi heat. “I tried to drive in 
and push everyone out a little bit, but 
there was no room and I went down." 

Emig would spend the race of the 
night trying to salvage points - he made 
it up to 12th. 

While Ward tried frantically to get 
past Hughes, McGrath slipped away 
with the lead and the weekend crown. 
"Showtime" led all 20 laps en route to 
raking in his third main event in four 
World Championship rounds to date. 
Sunday's win also marked his career- 
fifth Paris main-event win. 

^Hughes and Ward made me work 
for that one but I still felt pretty much in 
control," said McGrath, as his fans 
crowded around. "I haven't even begun 
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getting prepared for the 1996 season and 
this bike is from Honda of Troy, not the 
one that ГЇЇ be riding next year. I can't 
wait to get my new bike and start get- 
ting ready for the season." 

“I feel like I made a pretty good 
comeback this weekend," said Hughes, 
who grabbed a pair of quality runner-up 
finishes after. scoring fifth on Friday 
night. “This makes me feel like I can run 
at the front next year." 

Hughes will be competing in the 250 
class for the full '96 series. 

"Once I couldn't get past Hughes 
and Jeremy got away, I kind of gave 
up," said Ward, who slowed midway 
through the race and settled for third 
ahead of Lamson and Button. “I didn't 
want to take any chances or try to take 
Ryno out or anything. I figured getting 
on the podium all three times is a pretty 
good weekend in Paris." 

"Last week was the first supercross 
I've really ridden since this same race 
last year," said Button, who campaigned 
the 125cc World Championships in 
Europe in 1995. “I can tell you that it's 
harder to jump back into it than I 
thought it was going to be, but I know 
that in a few races I'll be up there with 
those guys. I didn't make the podium 
here but I’m still pretty pleased with the 
way I rode." 

“I didn't really do as well as I 
planned this weekend," said Matiase- 
vich. “Japan has all flat and fast tracks 
and there's just no supercross to speak 
off. Next year I'm going to ride the first 
five or six supercrosses in America to 
get tuned up for Japan and maybe I'll do 
better after a few of those." 

^My goal was to really learn how to 
ride this bike this weekend, so I put in 
as many laps as I can this weekend," 
joked Emig, who's now on a Kawasaki 
after five years with Yamaha. "I think I 
ended up riding every lap of every race 
- heat races, semis, last chance. Well, at 
least I know where the kickstarter is 
now." €N

Briefl 
riefly... 
For the 13th version of the Paris-Bercy 
Supercross, the promoters did away with the 
start-money format of inviting riders in favor 
of a huge purse every night. (About $65,000.) 
But one rider. who did get start money was 
multi-time U.S. Supercross champ. Jeremy 
McGrath. It was rumored that McGrath was 
making close to six figures in appearance 
money, although the event promoters would 
neither confirm or deny the number. That's a 
far cry from the American SX and, National 
system, where McGrath, along with everyone 
else, has to pay to enter. 





One way that the Paris organizers raise 
money to.pay such handsome purse and 
start money is the pricing of tickets. Each of 
the 14,000 seats were sold out every night 
at the box-office price of about $75. The 
event also was broadcast across Europe on 
live television. 


A go-kart track was rented out for the Ameri- 
can contingent as part of the activities 
planned by the promoters to occupy their 
time between the Paris race and the preced- 
ing Barcelona, Spain, series opener. Ten- 
nessee's Mike Brown proved himself to be 
quite the four-wheeler by sliding away with 
the main-event win. Brown, who has some 
stock-car experience from back home, start- 
ed last on the 10-màn grid.but.slashed 
through the field like one of the Good Old 
Boys of NASCAR. Kawasaki mechanic Wyatt 
Seals passed his rider Ryan Hughes late in 
the race to take second while Hughes held on 
for third. 


It's no secret that Jimmy Button wants to 
come back to America for the 1996 racing 
season after spending this past year on the 
125cc World Chàmpionship circuit, where he 
finished fourth. Button might be getting his 
wish in the form-of a Honda of Troy deal. 
Button huddled with Honda of Troy boss Phil 
Alderton after Sunday's finale to discuss a 
slot on what is shaping up to be an even 
more powerful semi-privateer squad in 1996. 
Honda of Troy already has Mike Brown, Mike 
Craig and Brian Swink under the tent for '96.

YAMAHA 
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SUPERCROSS | Paris Supercross Jumping Contest

PARIS, FRANCE, NOV. 12 


ollowing the con- 
clusion of Sunday 
night’s main event, a 


jumping contest was held 
on the finish-line jump of 
Bercy Stadium in Paris. The 
jump was actually a long 
double in which the first 
straight-up jump launched 
the riders out over a table-top 
bridge to a soft landing on the 
wide downside. An unknown 
French kid on a 125 and a Span- 
ish pilot were allowed to enter 
against five favored American 
flyers: Jeremy McGrath, Jimmy 
Button, Steve Lamson, Larry 
Ward and Mike Metzger. 

Each rider would take three 
passes in a row at the jump as the 
crowd rated the leaps with noise 
level. The three most popular 
jumpers would move on to a one- 
jump, single-elimination round, 
from which the overall winner 
would emerge. 

Spaniard Edgar Torronteguas 
started the air traffic with a 
“Dorothy” heel-click, a flattop and a 
nac-nac. The crowd was quiet in antici- 
pation of the Americans on the runway 
and Edgar got a polite reception. 

American 125cc National Champ 
Lamson was next and the Honda flyer 
landed a right-pitched no-legger, his 
own high-heeled Dorothy and a left- ч 
side, one-legged flattop. Again, polite Mike Metzger 
applause. 

The sensational McGrath was next 
and “Showtime” got the crowd going by 
starting out with a slow front-wheel 
wheelie down the landing as the spot- 
light shined on him. His first take-off 
was a basic left-side flattop that drew 
more cheers than it might have 
deserved; but his next two jumps went 
off the Richter scale! McGrath 
did a high leg kick on his sig- 
nature nac-nac and then 
brought the house down with 
his new and improved 
“Superman” leap. McGrath 
was going to the finals for 
sure. 

Larry Ward had the same 
misfortune he’s had all year - 
he was forced to follow 
McGrath. Ward did a couple 
of extremely sideways pitch- 
outs into downward spirals 
and then threw a long-legged 
Dorothy in vain. 

The next trip was assigned 
to Serge Guidetty, a teenaged 
Frenchman who fared so-so in 
the actual racing competition. 
Guidetty’s first flight was an 
aborted can-can or something 
because he couldn’t get his 
right leg up over the tank. The 
crowd moaned but Guidetty 
kept the noise level high by 
waving his arms frantically as 
he rode around on approach 
to his next flight. This time 
Guidetty blew the crowd 
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away with a rare half “candy bar” BMX- 
style move in which he pulled one leg 
up through his arms and over the han- 
dlebars and tapped his right foot on the 
end of the front fender. It was insane! 
Guidetty landed the jump and could 
have passed on his next leap at that 
point, but the kid had something else up 
his sleeve. Or rather, sleeves. On his last 
try Guidetty storked the front end back, 
took both hands off the bars and 
grabbed the front fender, hugging his 
cheek against the plastic and then point- 
ing to the crowd. Outrageous! McGrath 
definitely had a challenger. 

Jimmy “Snapper” Button was next 
with a pure can-can, a no-legger and 
funny-looking stork - he didn’t get the 
front wheel high enough and had to 
chase the fender with his nose all the 
way to touchdown. The crowd applaud- 
ed his three efforts but not enough to 
make a transfer. 

Then came Mike Metzger, the slight- 
ly insane American flyer who pretty 
much perfected the Dorothy move (said 
to have been invented by veteran 
motocrosser Gordon Ward). Metzger 
rode into the arena with a cowboy hat 
duct-taped to his Paint Can Designs hel- 
met and threw some wheelies out to get 
the crowd going. His first leap was a 
super-high Dorothy, but the thrill of see- 
ing this move was gone by now. The 

next stunt by Metzger 
was a gimmicky-but-cool 
whip-it in which he 
pulled the hat off his hel- 
met and threw it like a 
rodeo rider. His last jump, 
a roll-back nac-nac in 
which he stepped off the 
low-side of a whip-it, had 
to be seen to be believed. 
Metzger was in the 
three-man semi with 
Guidetty and McGrath, 
but first the crowd had to 
endure another number 
by the cheerleader / dance 
troupe that race sponsor 
Philipshave flew in from 
Dallas. Metzger, the new 
clown prince of super- 
cross, handed his bike to a 
flagman and jumped in 
with the cheerleaders to 
do a little hip-hop danc- 
ing. The cheerleaders may 
have been scared but the 
crowd loved it. The lights 
were turned down for the 
jump off and Metzger 
started it with another 
roll-back nac-nac. 
McGrath did his Super- 
man again and Guidetty did that foot- 
on-the-fender thing, which, in honor of 
its value to French entertainment, we 
will now call a "Jerry Lewis." 

When it came time for more fan 
applause Metzger geek-rode his bike up 
the tunnel jump and looped it over 
backwards, but the partisan Parisians 
did not fall for this obvious attempt to 
sway their applause and gave just a lit- 
tle more to McGrath and Guidetty. 
Everyone in the pits felt that Metzger 
had been robbed. 

The final was anti-climactic. 
McGrath threw a perfect nac-nac but 
the crowd was sticking with the home- 
boy. Said interested observer Ryan 
Hughes, "McGrath could have done a 
360 and fired a gun at somebody, but 
this crowd would have given it to the 
Frenchman anyway." Guidetty did earn 
the win with another fender grab-and- 
point, which, in honor of its value to 
French entertainment, we will now call 
a "Jerry Lewis Two." It was actually 
pretty cool. єх

ust when the competition takes a 

step closer, Honda responds by 

matching their advances with, yes, 
an even lighter, better-handling and 
faster CBR900RR for 1996. Impossible, 
you say? Evidently not. 

With machines like the Ducati 916 and 
some of the rejuvenated 750s now nip- 
ping at the CBR's heals, Honda chose not 
to wait any longer to thoroughly redesign 
the CBR900RR to maintain its distance 
from the competition and, in Honda's 
words, "to meet the rapidly growing 
demands of riders everywhere." 

The CBR900RR was already a remark- 
able achievement when it made its 1993 
debut boasting weight figures nearly 
identical to that of many of the then-mid- 
sized 600cc sportbikes while offering 
open-class horsepower. But Honda 
wasn't completely satisfied. Honda open- 
ly admits that the 900RR never really 
equaled that nearly perfectly balanced 
and confidence-inspiring feel like that of 
the highly successful Honda CBR600F3. 
As a result, the 900's frame has been 
entirely redesigned from the ground up 
in hopes of achieving that balance of 
rigidity of the F3 while maintaining the 
900's feather weight. 

For starters, the cross-sectional thick- 
ness of the frame's extruded main spars 
receive consequential changes to lower 
the torsional centerpoint, while maintain- 
ing the same amount of rigidity as the 
previous model. An all-new triple-box 
cross-section replaces the previous 
model's four-box configuration for lighter 
weight and optimized austerity. The com- 
position of the frame's smaller, gravity 
die-cast swingarm pivot plates were 
changed from a hollow-type construction 
to a semi-open-type with inner-surface 
reinforcement ribs providing lighter 
weight and added strength. 

The all-new aluminum swingarm also 
features modified extrusion thicknesses 
in its main spars and a modified cross- 
brace shape constructed of larger-diame- 
ter, thicker-walled box-section tubing.

'Honda went to great lengths to 
improve rider comfort. The riding posi- 
tioning has been changed by raising the 
aluminum handlebars 10mm and pivot- 
ing them back five degrees. The seat 
height is also 10mm higher, and the foot- 
pegs have been raised a few millimeters. 
To improve rider mobility on the bike, 
the fuel tank has been completely 
reshaped - it now features a larger-radius’ 
hump at the back with a 5mm-lower top 
surface, and the knee dents are signifi- 
cantly more narrow than before. Plus, 
because of the tank’s new shape, Honda 
was able to eliminate the need for a fuel 
pump, which has been replaced in favor 
of a lighter and simpler gravity-feed fuel 
supply system. 

Suspension-wise, the CBR900RR's got 
a major overhaul. Honda basically 
redesigned the 45mm cartridge-type front 
Showa fork, which features a newly 
developed, Honda-original internal pis- 
ton construction. It uses a new damping- 
force control system for an improvement 
in damping characteristics and tracking 
response. This new damping system, 
Honda claims, was designed with noth- 
ing but the street in mind. "Most suspen- 
sion technology comes from motocross or 
off-road bikes, but street bikes have short- 
er travel and stroke," said a Honda 
spokesman. "So we rethought the 
CBR900RR's forks because street bike 
needs are different." Also, many of the 
internal fork parts are lighter to reduce 





unsprung weight and inertia. The fork 
still offers full preload and compression 
and rebound-damping adjustability. 

The single rear Showa shock, with 
remote reservoir, is also new. It features a 
smaller piston diameter (down from 46 to 
40mm) and a new damper assembly. 
This, combined with new linkage ratios, 
has increased wheel travel from 4.4 to 4.9 
inches. 

One of Honda's biggest priorities with 
the in-line, four-cylinder, liquid-cooled, 
DOHC motor was to increase cylinder 
capacity without increasing weight or 
decreasing durability. Not an easy task, 
but Honda figured out a way. 

Although the new engine gained a 
three percent increase in displacement - 
from 893cc to 919cc - it did so with no 
change in bore pitch (the distance 
between cylinder bores), thanks to a new 
technique for casting the sleeves into the 
cylinders. As a result, the bore centers 
remain the same without a reduction in 


liner thickness or cylinder-block rigidity. 








This process also keeps the overall width 
of the cylinder bank the same. New 1mm 
larger-diameter pistons mean more 
weight, but Honda kept the pistons as 
light as possible. In addition, the piston 
compression ring thickness was shaved 
from 1.0 to 0.9mm. 

To handle the increase of power, many 
parts of the powertrain have been beefed 
up, including the connecting rod’s big- 
end bearings that were increased in diam- 
eter from 36 to 36.5mm, and the counter- 
weights were redesigned for an increase 
in rigidity and strength. To compensate 
for the added weight of the heavier crank 
and rods, the AC generator was replaced 
by a lighter, higher-output, high-tech, 
neodynium-ferrite-boron, rare-earth mag- 
net type, resulting in the same crankshaft 
inertia as before. Plus, the new compact 
ACG system reduces the width of the 
engine by 9.5mm. More horsepower also 
led to the need for a stronger clutch, so an 
additional plate has been added, for a 
total of 10. 

Speaking of the clutch, the CBR has a 
new “floating” clutch cover that is now 
separated from the crankcase by a thick 
rubber gasket and rubber inserts around 
its three mounting bolts to reduce 
mechanical noise. 

To improve shifting, new all-alu- 
minum linkages are aligned differently. 
And on the opposite side of the engine, 
an oil-level inspection window has been 
incorporated into the crankcase cover. 

The motor is surrounded by an all- 
new, more aerodynamically amiable and 
lighter fairing. The upper cowl and shield 
and lower interior cowl pieces are the 
same, but the middle and lower cowl sec- 
tions feature larger air ducts. Honda also 
completely redesigned the front fender, 
which they claim contributes to reduced 
weight, improved handling and better air 
management. The fender is designed to 
cut more cleanly through the air thus 
lowering the total coefficient of drag by 
“three percent” and reducing front-end 
lift, which Honda claims enhances road 
feel and lateral control at high speeds. 
The fender is also designed to draw air 
up from under the fender through a pair 
of ducts located in front of the fork tubes. 
These jets of air are then directed up by 
the fender's integrated fork guards, along 
the lengths of the upper fork tubes, and 
into the cockpit area. Honda claims this 
creates a high-pressure zone behind the 
windscreen that helps deflect the oncom- 
ing wind away from the upper chest and 
head atéa when the rider is seated in the 
normal riding position. These ducts also 
play a role in improving the bike’s high- 
speed “ground feel,” and eliminate the 
need for the air holes in the lower sections 
of the fairing, providing a smoother sur- 
face finish and further reducing the coef- 
ficient of drag. 

Other changes include new upper 
cowl stays, slimmer and more compact 
turn indicators, a smaller and lighter #520 
(formerly #530) gold-colored drive chain, 
and tires. New Battlax BT56F (front) and 
BT56R (rear) radial tires were designed 
by Bridgestone specifically for the 
CBR900RR. 

Riding the '96 RR for the first time 
immediately revealed an improvement in 
comfort. Despite the seemingly trivial 
position changes of the handlebars, seat 
and footpegs, the new CBR900RR feels 
roomier, and the new, slimmer gas tank 
improves rider mobility significantly. 

Dropping the transmission into gear 
from neutral still produces a “clunk,” but 
shifting through the gears under heavy 
acceleration is smooth and precise, 
though some clunking noise can be heard 
deep within the cases with each gear 
change. 

The new RR is overflowing with 








power, pretty much like previous mod- 
els, but the '96 CBR definitely pulls 
stronger than previously, throughout the 
powerband. From a standstill, it takes 
some clutch/throttle work to get the 
bike rolling. It's tough to beat a car off an 
intersection without being obvious about 
it; in other words, the CBR likes to be 
revved off the line. However, it doesn't 
take long for the CBR to get going. Once 
on the pipe, the RR accelerates hard but 
in a smooth and controllable fashion. 
Our first ride on the bike took place at 
Willow Springs Raceway, where we had 
the opportunity to ride both last year's 
and the '96 CBR900RR back-to-back. The 
differences were subtle, but immediately 
apparent. As mentioned, the '96 has a 
slightly more robust powerband from top 
to bottom, as well as offering better rider

the exotic NR750. Honda will also offer 
the CBR900RR with a yellow and purple 
Smokin' Joe's-type color scheme. 

Perhaps Honda's biggest achievement 
with the new CBR900R is keeping the 
price under $10,000. In spite of all of the 
changes, the suggested retail price of the 
'96 CBR900RR went up just $200 to $9799. 
That's not too bad when you consider 
that the Ducati 916 sells for $15,700 and 
the Yamaha YZF750 $10,499. 

Overall, we enjoyed this motorcycle 
very much, but that came as no surprise. 
We already liked the previous 900RRs, 
but this one clearly takes the cake. It truly 
offers the agility of a 600 and the power 
of an open-class bike, and it's priced 
about right. 

What else can you ask for? є

mobility. These were the most noticeable 
differences. 

The suspension on the '96 CBR900RR 
felt a little soft at first, until Honda techni- 
cians stiffened things up by bumping up 
the shock’s preload from the number-two 
to five position, and increasing both com- 
pression and rebound damping by half a 
turn, front and back. The fork preload 
was also increased by one mark, or line. 
These settings greatly improved the RR’s 
stability through the corners on the high- 
speed Willow Springs track. 

The ability to get in and out of the 
turns quickly is one of the bike's greatest 
assets. It takes hardly any effort at all to 
get the bike leaned over, and it takes even 
less coercing to make small corrections. 
The RR is very sensitive to rider input but 
not to the point where it feels twitchy or 
nervous. 

The CBR’s brakes are incredibly pow- 
erful, which we were thankful for going 
into Willow’s Turn One following the 
long, front straight. 

We also spent some time cruising the 
city streets and freeways on the 
CBR900RR and were quite impressed by 
its slower-pace, everyday road manners. 
Despite its fairly aggressive stance, the 
RR was surprisingly comfortable and tol- 
erable for long commutes. The suspen- 
sion - still set up for the track - was a little

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RIDING IMPRESSION | 1995 Harley-Davidson FXDWG Dyna Wide Glide

hen the Cycle News staff decid- 
ed to get its motor runnin’ and 
head out on the highway for 
the inaugural Tour de Cycle 
News (Issue# 4), I was extremely pleased 
to learn that we had procured a Harley- 
Davidson for our adventure. 

You see, I was born in the town that 
the Harley name made famous, and I 
think that everyone who shares the dis- 
tinction is led to believe that dumping 
on the legend of Harley-Davidson is a 
damnable offense. It’s sort of an unspo- 
ken law. And there were more direct 
ties, too, I suppose. My grandparents 
lived less than two miles from the Capi- 
tol Drive engine plant and were sur- 
rounded on two sides by neighbors 
who spent their lives working there. 
Heck, my dad even put in some time on 
the drill and tap machines at the plant, 
tapping the bolt holes in crankcase 
halves, chain covers and oil pumps. So 
there was a connection, and I remember 
always being excited when it came time 
to head down Highway 45 during my 
family's regular everyday travels to 
wherever, because I knew that we 
would be passing by the engine factory, 
and I would get to see all those shiny 
motorcycles - which in reality were just 
the machines owned by the employees 
who worked there. The bikes must have 
been great, however, because there 
were so many of them in the parking 
lot. 

I guess I should have known even 
then what my profession would be 
someday. Its funny how we often come 
full circle in life when we think about it. 

But things change. We moved out 
west, and-the excitement that I felt for 
the Milwaukee marvels was lost. Fur- 
thermore, as I continued on the journey 
that brought me to where I am, I learned 
how those in the know really felt about 
Harley-Davidsons, how reliability prob- 
lems through the '70s and '80s had

almost sent the company down for the 
count, and how the performance of the 
big bikes paled in comparison with the 
latest in Japanese technological wiz- 
ardry. The legend I had grown up 
believing in was tarnished. 

Yet while I wanted to be able to spout 
V-twin gospel and refute the claims that 
Harley-Davidsons were nothing more 
than fraudulent examples of what a real 
motorcycle should be, I am ashamed to 
admit that I couldn't, because except for 
one meaningless parade lap in a parking 
lot on a Low Rider Custom three years 
before the Tour de Cycle News, I had 
never truly ridden a hawg. 

I finally got my chance aboard a 1995 
FLSTC Heritage Softail Classic, and boy, 
was I ever disappointed. 

It's not that I hated the Softail, but my 
faith in the Harley-Davidson legend was 
shaken with each passing mile aboard 
the machine as threads of the childhood 
myth surrounding my bike and my 
hometown seemed to tear away. Except 
for an anemic torque surge on the bot- 
tom end, the bike had absolutely nothing

to offer in the engine-performance 
department. Any attempt to rev the 
motor beyond this power pulse was 
refuted by an uncomfortable vibration 
through the handlebars, and even at 
cruising speed, there was a constant res- 
onance that could be felt through the 
bike's footboards. 

Neither could I get a handle on the, 
uh, handling. I could not find fault with 
the bike's straight-line stability, but the 
massive 16-inch front tire combined with 
a rather longish-feeling chassis and its 
accompanying lazy rake made the bike 
feel wobbly while undergoing low- 


_ speed maneuvers, and generally heavy- 


feeling in any turn. Higher-speed turns 
were also a pari due to the 
machine’s inability to lean over without 
scraping a floorboard or one of its fish- 
tailed exhaust pipes. As for the brakes, 
the Heritage Softail was the only 
machine other than my speedway bikes 
where the front binder was absolutely 
useless, requiring serious help from the 
rear stopper to bring the machine to a 
halt. 











I was dejected. All those Harley- 
Davidson prm running around 
spouting that quasi-cultic "if I have to 
explain it to you, then you wouldn't 
understand" garbage. The legend almost 
died that day, for not only did I not 
understand, I didn't even know what 
question to ask. 

So I called Harley-Davidson and 
asked for another motorcycle, because I 
simply refused to believe that a compa- 
ny which has continued to sell every 
unit it could produce year after year for 
the last 10 was doing so with machines 
unworthy of merit. And a childhood 
myth was in jeopardy of heading the 
same route as Santa Claus and the Easter 
Bunny. 

What I got was a 1995 Dyna Wide 
Glide, and the answer. 

If the Softail models are to be consid- 
ered watershed motorcycles as represen- 
tations of Harley-Davidson's past, then 
so too must the Dyna Wide Glide insofar 
as it provides a crucial link to the early 
'805 and the company's effort to respond 
to customer demand. Billed as a "factory 
custom," the original Wide Glide joined 
the Harley-Davidson lineup in 1980 as 
the Milwaukee firm's answer to the 
chopper craze, featuring such in-vogue 
styling features as a 21-inch front wheel, 





flamed paint job, “ape-hanger” handle- 
bar and generous amounts of chrome. 
But whereas some of the other machines 
that joined it back then, bearing model 
names such as the “Fat Bob" and “Road- 
ster," have been superseded or dropped 
altogether, the Dyna Wide Glide lives 
on, combining all the traits of the origi- 
nal model with the technological 
advancements (in Harley-speak, of 
course) of current H-D offerings. 

Our particular example even had the 
flames, albeit a tasteful, pinstriped rendi- 
tion surrounding the Harley-Davidson 
moniker on the fuel tank. In fact, I 
couldn't fault the looks or the finish of 
the bike. Of course it goes without say- 
ing that the company has come a long 
way toward improving reliability with 
the inception of the Evolution engine, 
belt drives, smoother-operating five- 
speed transmissions and the Dyna chas- 
sis, which rubber-mounts the engine. All 
are found on the Dyna Wide Glide, and 
the machine has received a few more 
improvements for 1995 in the form of a 
cable-free electronic speedometer and a 





vacuum-operated fuel-shutoff valve 
which negates the need to close the fuel 
petcock when the bike is not running. 
California models like ours have also 
benefitted from redesigned catalyst muf- 
flers which are said to create a 10-per- 
cent boost in horsepower. We would see. 

Firing the big mill is a rather straight- 
forward operation. Simply twist the 
large, keyless ignition switch, pull out 
the choke lever, give the throttle a quick 
rap and thumb the starter button. The 
motor will cough to life and then settle 
into a droning purr. While the machine 
isn't particularly cold-blooded, a good 
five or six minutes is required before 
backing off the choke. Then you are 
rewarded with the familiar rumble for 
which all H-Ds are known. At idle, how- 
ever, there is a bit of unwanted vibration 
that passes through the exhaust pipes, 
causing a clatter in the chromed heat 
shields. But grab hold of the bars, disen- 
gage the unbelievably smooth clutch, 
snick the machine into gear and get 
rolling, and the vibration disappears. 

While I know that the Dyna Wide 
Glide shares the same 1340cc Evolution 
V-twin as the Heritage Softail, the differ- 
ence in performance is noticeable. 
Whereas the Heritage seems to fall on its 
face and then do the hippy-hippy shake 
after a brief forward pull, the Dyna Wide 
Glide is rather content to belt out a 
healthier dose of low-end torque and 
continues to pull well into the midrange 
before crying uncle in the form of vibra- 
tion when the engine is revved up. The 
mill never does completely run out of 
steam, but you can easily discern where 
the strength of the powerband lies, and 
once I did, cracking the throttle and 
short-shifting the five-speed transmis- 
sion was the way to hawg happiness. 
Idling down the road in fifth gear 
between 45 and 75 mph is a blissful 
experience, but the bike is actually a bit 
too quiet for my taste, and I would often 
gladly have traded the extra fuel mileage 
lost'in fourth gear for the extra exhaust 
note at a slightly higher rpm. 

Out on the road, the bike's 41mm 
Showa front forks deliver a smooth ride 
up front, with the only negative feed- 
back coming from truly nasty potholes 
found on surface streets. The legs seem 
to provide a lot of feedback as to what is 
going underneath the front wheel and 
yet the apparent girth of the machine 
allows it to float through the vast majori- 
ty of pumps and ripples without sending 
any unnecessary jolts to the rider. 

The same cannot be said for the 
Shocks, however, which fail to keep up 
with rest of the suspension package. At 
first I thought them too stiff, but the real 
problem turned out to be a definite lack 
of rebound damping, which made for a 
rather boingy ride as the rear end would 
top out over the more severe road 
imperfections. Shock performance could 
definitely be improved. 

The shock problems are mostly 
noticeable while cornering at high 
speed, where the bounce factor will 
send a whip through the frame and 
make the bike feel unsettled. But back 
off a little and the machine is a rock, the 
longish-feeling Dyna chassis providing 
limousine-like stability in a straight line 
and a much lighter feel at the bars than 
the Heritage Softail - no doubt due in 
part to the smaller contact patch and 
lighter unsprung weight of the 21-inch 
front wheel assembly. Whether touring 
the freeway or cruising in the traffic 
jams of the Pacific Coast Highway, the 
Glide is a breeze to ride, lacking the tip- 
piness felt on the Heritage under the 
same conditions. When turning the 
machine, the lean angle at your disposal 
is modest, yet we were able to scrape 





the starboard-mounted mufflers on a 
few occasions. 

The brakes feel better too. Whereas 
the Heritage refused to slow down with 
just the front brake applied, the Dyna 
Wide Glide will. It merely asks for help 
by the rear brake, it doesn't demand it. 
But the bike does its best when using the 
two-brake method that all Harley own- 
ers must certainly be accustomed to. The 
single front disc simply requires too 
much effort to negotiate a quick stop 
from speed, and the healthy rear unit is a 
bit on the touchy side and will easily 
lock the rear tire if applied by itself. AII 
in all the brakes aren't that difficult to 
get along with. 

When considering ergonomics, you 
must compare apples to apples (sport- 
bike riders would probably not find hap- 
piness here), and with that in mind, I 
would have to say that the Dyna Wide 
Glide fits well and offers a comfortable 
bars-seat-pegs relationship, even for my 
5/6" frame. The controls on the bar are 
easily within reach, though I surmised 
that the clutch and brake levers were 
designed by an engineer with really big 
hands. The large-faced speedometer on 
the tank is easy to read, though it did 
quit on us for a brief period of time 
before apparently fixing itself. The seat is 
well-cushioned, making long-distance 
stints easy. Of course you have to get 
used to the forward-mounted foot con- 
trols, which aren't too far out there. And 
I would have liked to a try a slightly 
lower bar to reduce the mainsail effect 
when riding in the wind, but I managed. 

And that's something that I learned 
about this motorcycle: you manage. The 
question is whether or not you should 
have to for the price tags affixed to the 
current Big Twin lineup. And that is cer- 
tainly open to speculation. But simplicity 
- in form, function and ideology - is the 
key here, and how ironic that you will 
pay over $13,000 for it when the top-of- 
the-line, computer-designed, race-tested 
Japanese sportbikes are just now reach- 
ing 10 grand. But you can look at this in 
two ways: fault Harley-Davidson for not 
moving with the times, or credit it for 
not allowing technology to mess up the 
machines they sell. 

If sales are the best indication, then it 
may be a bit perspicacious to say so, but 
perhaps the company is smarter than 
anyone realizes. Apparently Harley-

Davidson knows that the vast majority 
of motorcyclists do not ride for the sake 
of the motorcycle they are on, they ride 
for themselves and for the sheer enjoy- 
ment of riding. Thus it is not necessary 
to ride somewhere fast, but to ride some- 
where - taking it all in - and let the jour- 
ney be an end unto itself. Harley-David- 
son represents that image quite well, and 
that, I suppose, is why I like the Harley- 
Davidson Dyna Wide Glide. In reality, it 
is not the fastest or the best-handling or 
the most comfortable motorcycle on the 
market. You must accept the machine on 
its own terms, but the rewards are worth 
it. Though the Dyna Wide Glide is not 
my favorite street motorcycle, at least the 
childhood legend lives, and I would 
never kick one out of my garage. 

But just as the Dyna Wide Glide reaf- 
firmed my faith in Harley-Davidson and 
a long-forgotten portion of my own her- 
itage, the bottom line of the motorcycles 
is crystal clear. There is no myth to be 
associated with the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company, so anyone who owns a 
Harley - be they one of the hard-core 
faithful, a Hollywood-image poseur- 
type rolling out of the driveway for the 
first time or somewhere in between - can 


“spare me the condescending esoteric 


pyschobabble. Harley-Davidsons, like 
this Dyna Wide Glide, are simple, fun 
motorcycles. That’s what it’s all about, 
and if I have to-explain it to you...well, 
you know. єх

É t has been a long time since Honda 





was reduced to making up the num- 

bers in the 250cc Grand Prix class, 
but in 1995 that's what eventually hap- 
pened. While the year started off auspi- 
ciously enough, with NSR250-mounted 
Ralf Waldmann taking an early lead in 
the World Championship after winning 
two of the first three races, Honda's sea- 
son went downhill after that. Though 
Waldmann won one more GP in France, 
and Doriano Romboni completed the 
roster of '95 Honda GP victories in 
Brazil, the race for the title became a 
straight fight between Biaggi's dominant 
rotary-valve Aprilia and Harada's much- 
improved Yamaha. Even '94 champi- 
onship runner-up Tadayuki Okada on 
HRC's own full-works NSR250 couldn't 
challenge for victory, winding up fourth 
in the points table behind Waldmann, 
after never getting higher than third on 
the rostrum all season. 

The fact that the '95 NSR250 failed to 
deliver on its early-season promise must 
have been a keen disappointment for 
HRC's engineers, as well as their half- 
dozen customer lease teams, given the 
major changes they wrought on the bike 
for this season. But Loris Capirossi's 
departure to the 500cc class and Rom- 
boni's critically underfunded '95 opera- 
tion were two big handicaps compared 
to 1994, the year Honda came very close 
to winning the title. However, the fact 
that the bike had been completely 
redesigned for this season, with an all- 
new frame intended to sharpen the han- 
dling and remove the understeer which 
NSR250 riders have been complaining 
of ever since the current 75-degree V- 
twin made its title-winning debut in 
Luca Cadalora's hands back in 1992, had 
augured for better, especially as Honda 
also improved the performance of the

reed-valve motor. This powerplant was 
progressively developed during the sea- 
son to deliver 3-4 bhp more at the top 
end compared to 1994, thanks to new 
cylinders which debuted at Suzuka in 
April, as well as slightly revised 
exhausts - though improvement in 
midrange power, already very strong 
and usable, was only slight. But the 
extra horses must mean that Honda has 
now breached the 100-bhp barrier on 
their works 250 (believed to deliver 97 
bhp last year) - a fact that augurs well 
for HRC's latest project, announced at 
the Catalunya GP the same weekend I 
came to the Spanish circuit to test 
Okada's bike: a 100-degree V-twin 500, 
presumably quite closely based on the 
NSR250, which Okada will race in 1996 
in a development season aimed at 
putting the model into production for 
customer sale in 1997. 

Light, slim, easy-handling and for- 
giving, with a good power-to-weight 
ratio - those are the existing qualities of 
the NSR250 that HRC's team of devel- 
opment engineers will surely be focus- 
ing on replicating on its half-liter big 
brother, qualities that come to the fore 
when you squeeze yourself aboard a 
bike that in its latest guise seems even 
more diminutive than its predecessor - 











































or maybe it just seemed that way 
because I'd been riding Mick Doohan's 
NSR500 right beforehand! In fact, the 
new chassis is actually wider than 
before, with curved spars rather than 
the RS250-type straight beams, which in 
turn gives space for a larger airbox for 
the twin 39mm Keihin carbs (Imm big- 
ger than previously) to breathe in. The 
engine has new crankcases compared to 
the '94 bike, has been rotated forward 
and sits higher in the frame than last 
season's, all aimed at putting more 
weight on the front wheel to obtain 
improved balance and make it hold a 
line better under power, says NSR250 
chief engineer Hisashi Kadomasu. 

And the power is there: Was it ever 
not, on a Honda? Well, yes, last season, 
when I rode Okada's bike and wrote 
that it hadn't felt as much like the 
"I-coulda-been-a-500-contender" as 
Honda's works 250 has always seemed: 
not as much zip as before. Maybe that 
was due to the new low-octane fuel reg- 
ulations introduced for '94, which 
apparently affected the reed-valve 
Japanese bikes more than the Italian 
rotary-valve stallion. But whatever the 
cause, Okada's latest bike has recovered 
its missing zing. As before, it will pull 
forgivingly from as low as 7000 rpm, but 








in practice you need to work the superb- 
action speed-shifter hard enough to 
keep it revving above nine grand, where 
serious power comes on strong. But 
while the '94 bike I rode seemed to flat- 
ten out a little as it approached peak 
power at 13,000 rpm (with a useful over- 
rev to 14,000 to save a gear change if 
needed, before power drops off steeply), 
this year's bike Е more top-end punch. 
That's assuming they jet it the same for 
the press test each year, using the deto- 
nation sensor which became a valued 
tool of Honda tuners in '94, with the 
new fuel. But feedback from the lease 
teams does hold that carburetion set- 
tings on the '95 NSR250 with its bigger, 
Power-Jet-equipped carbs, are critical in 
getting good speed. One reason offered 
for Waldmann's pre-eminence as top 
Honda rider this season is that his tuner 
Sepp Schlogl learned the art of razor- 
edged carb jetting during the years he 
honed Toni Mang's rotary-valve 
Kawasakis to a fistful of world titles, as 
an apprenticeship to his 10 years tun- 
ning NSR250s for Toni, then Helmut 
Bradl and now Waldmann. What goes 
around, comes around - but of course, 
works Hondas never seize, do they? 
They just have “ignition failure"... 
Helping you keep the Honda hunt- 
ing up high is a new gizmo introduced 
this season, borrowed from the racing 


car world and John Britten, whose V- 
twin racers had it from (nearly) day one 
- a red light incorporated in the face of 
the tachometer that flashes when you 
get close to peak revs (at about 12,800 
rpm) and tells you when it's time to 
change up. Having a reminder when to 
hit that precise-but-not-oversensitive, 
wide-open gear shifter is а real bonus ~ 
especially if, like me, you're struggling 
to tuck several inches of excess height 
away behind that beautifully shaped 
aerodynamic screen, and can't read the 
tach properly while doing so. For 
Okada-san and his teammates, though, 
it underlines the importance of maxi- 
mizing the uprated NSR250 motor's 
extra top-end performance, by keeping 
it revving extremely high as much as 
possible. Internal ratio selection for the 
side-loading gear cluster must now be 
even more critical for Honda riders on 
most circuits - but don't get the impres- 
sion from this that the NSR250 has 
become peaky and unforgiving. Thanks 
to a clever, mainly electronic, juggling 
act by HRC engineers, it's still just as 
torquey and ridable in midrange as ever 
before. Only that, to try to keep up with 
Mad Max's ever-more-potent Aprilia in 
a straight line or on acceleration out of 
turns, you have to go for the increased 


top-end power the bike now produces, 
thanks to the efforts of Kadomasu-san 
and his team. 

A vital part of this process is tucking 
yourself away within the bike and 
behind the fairing, which Okada’s dis- 
tinctive 125-class riding position, with 
steeply dropped bars and a very close- 
coupled seat-to-footpegs-to-steering- 
head relationship, helps him do. The 
fuel tank is also steeply indented to 
allow you to tuck the chin of your hel- 
met down low, between the two creases 
for the twin airducts leading to the air- 
box. Lots of attention to aerodynamic 
detail here, as you'd expect from 
Honda: It's too bad I'm too, er, vertically 
overdimensioned to have any hope of 
ever fitting it properly. 

The new chassis has apparently 
resolved the problems of holding a cho- 
sen line better under power that 
Capirossi especially highlighted in '94, 
says Kadomasu. I had no such com- 
plaints when I rode Okada’s NSR250 last 
year: It steered and handled extremely 
well by my standards (which of course 
are a whole different story compared to 
what it takes to race one of these 
machines at GP-winning pace), and this 
year’s bike with the new frame was 
equally good from my point of view. 
Riding a modern works 250 is the closest 
thing to race track heaven for a wanna- 
be GP rider like yours truly. This is vir- 
tual reality made even more real. Noth- 
ing else on two wheels delivers so much 
power, so controllably - you feel you're 
in charge, not the bike. But still Okada 





wasn't initially happy with the handling 
of the new frame, juggling back and 
forth with head angles and offsets, 
before settling on the original 22.5- 
degree castor angle from Brno onward, 
and 86/87mm trail for faster tracks. For 
Catalunya he opted for just 83mm of 
trail, to help it turn better in some of the 
tighter bends, and with just 1345mm of 
wheelbase, the result is a nimble, respon- 
sive steering package that changes direc- 
tion quickly and easily without being 
twitchy. A dream race bike, especially 
with the prototype 43mm Showa forks 
fitted to it, which soaked up the ripples 
on a couple of the tighter turns. These 
will be standard fitment on all NSR250s 
next season, whereas this year only 
Okada had them - the other NSR riders 
used the older 41mm design. But in a 
decisive change of policy, Honda will 
allow NSR250 lease teams to use any 
make of suspension in 1996 - including 
Ohlins, which equips its Aprilia and 
Yamaha rivals - rather than be forced to 
use Showas and pay their apparently 
very steep fees for race support. The 
market economy at work in GP racing! 
Really the only thing I found less 
than ideal during my quick squirt on 
Okada's Honda was, surprisingly 
enough, the brakes - and Гуе never had 
to complain about black stoppers before. 
But in spite of the new Mitsubishi car- 
bon material that Honda has sourced on 
Brembo's behalf, and which gives 
notably more-sensitive brake response, 
the twin 255mm carbon discs fitted to 
Okada's NSR250 didn't impress me that

much. There wasn't the bite, the total 
stopping power I expected - and the rea- 
son is surely simple to decipher: my 
extra weight compared to Okada's. On 
last season's bike, he had one 255mm 
disc for initial response, matched to a 
bigger 290mm one for harder stops. 
Waldmann and Aoki brake harder and 
later than Okada, says Kadomasu-san, 
so they still use the 290/255mm cocktail, 
and their UK Dunlop tires apparently 
are less critical on turn-in for corners. 
Instead, Okada prefers to maintain cor- 
ner speed Doohan-style, and has trouble 
getting a good balance with his Miche- 
lin-shod bike on turn-in - which is why 
he's adopted a Doohan idea, in the form 
of a thumb brake on the left bar, allow- 
ing him to use the back brake even 
cranked over into right-hand turns, to 
steady the bike and get the balance right 
to maintain corner speed. I have to 
admit I found this more of a hindrance 
than a benefit - the lever is very close to 
the bar - much closer than on the

Doohan NSR500 - so you have to figure 
out a way of gripping the left handlebar 
with your three outer fingers, while 
working the clutch with your forefinger 
and using your thumb for the brake. 
Takes practice, I guess...! 

But what it takes for Honda to get the 
NSR250 back on terms with Biaggi and 
the Aprilia is another matter. Leaving 
aside the Max factor for a moment, it 
could be that the time has come for 
Honda to go the same route as Yamaha, 
and develop a rotary-valve motor for 
the 250cc class. You won't get anyone at 
HRC to admit they're even testing such 
an idea in prototype form - but they 
have certainly considered it, and may, 
like Yamaha, even be working on it. 
Riding Okada's reed-valve Honda in its 
'95 form with added power may be a 
buzz for the likes of me, but at GP level 
the bottom line may well be that the 
Honda engine in its present form is past 
its sell-by date. Hang on, though: Check 
out HRC's development of their new 
500cc V-twin, where absolute power 
rather than the way its delivered will be 
the crucial factor. Maybe, just maybe, 
we may see the Big H's twin-cylinder 
development moving in the opposite 
direction from what we expected: 
Rather than the new NS500V being a 
bigger, butcher version of the existing 
reed-valve NSR250, we could see the 
500 debuting as a disc-valver, and the 
250 following as a scaled-down kid sis- 
ter. Care to bet on it? єх

PRODUCT EVALUATION 


The Grunge 
Brush 


hen the package containing our 
үү: own Grunge Brush first 

arrived, I spent a few minutes 
looking at the strange contraption before 
reading the accompanying directions. 
What could it be? A bionic toothbrush? A 
brush for people with dredlocks? A per- 
sonal hygiene tool for men only? 

No, it was none of the above. The 
Grunge Brush is designed specifically for 
cleaning motorcycle drive chains. The 
brush is made of sturdy, red plastic and 
has six-way adjustable brush blocks that 


are oil resistant and long lasting. Each 
brush block can be adjusted in or out, 
making it easy to make the chain cavity 
as large or as small as required. 

We used our Grunge Brush on a #520 
motocross chain, so the brush needed to 
be set with the top and bottom blocks in 
their largest setting, and the side block in 
its smallest. After washing the motorcycle 
in our usual fashion, we coated the chain 
with an extra coat of degreaser and had at 
it with the Grunge Brush. We found that 
the brush works best when held around 


* the chain just in front of the chain guide 


on the bottom of the swingarm. Spinning 
the rear wheel is the correct technique; 
only a fool would try to use the brush 
with the bike running and in gear. Inci- 
dentally, for the mentally handicapped, 
there is a warning label on the handle of 
the brush that reads, “Do not use while 
motorcycle is running." Ah, what a won- 
derful world lawyers have created. 

The Grunge Brush did an incredible 
job of cleaning the muck off of our chain, 
and even allowed us to escape with no 
cut knuckles or chunks of chain spoo in 
our eyes. (Be honest, how many of you 
have cleaned your chain with a normal 
wire brush and cut your knuckles, then 
had a tiny piece of greasy dirt zero in on 
your eyeball?) 

The Grunge Brush is one of those 
products - like the Pet Rock - that will 
leave you wondering, "Why didn't I 
think of that?" The Grunge Brush is a 
great product that deserves a place in any 
motorcycle rider's toolbox.

JT C-6 
Concept Glove

motocross glove. As long as it's not too 

bulky, not too tight and not too ugly, a 
glove is usually considered good. Then 
came the JT C-6 Concept Glove. At first 
glance, we didn't think anything special 
about the C-6 Glove. Like we said, a 
glove's a glove. 

Within one or two laps around the 
track, however, our impression changed 





100 percent. In stock condition - the C-6 
Glove was one of the most comfortable 
gloves we've ever worn. Usually, a new 
pair of gloves is a pain until the palm 
padding breaks down and loses its bulky 
feel. 

The JT C-6 Concept Glove features a 
neoprene cuff that has banded edges to 
keep out rocks, dust and debris, and a 
vinyl-reinforced Velcro closure. The fin- 
gers are constructed of lightweight mesh 
and Lycra spandex, and the palm area 
and thumb are made of non-textured 
Clarinol. The back of the glove has the 
traditional foam padding, but not an 
overabundance. 

The glove fits snugly and feels similar 
to a baseball batting glove - there's no 
extra bulk between or on top of the fin- 
gers. The feel provided through the 
gloves is one of the most noticeable differ- 
ences between the C-6 and other gloves; 
at times it felt as if there was nothing 
between our fingers and the levers. 
Though the palm padding is minimal, we 
never had a problem with blisters, even 
when we fell in the mud and got the 
gloves wet. 

Ever notice that Team Noleen/Siz- 
zler/ Yamaha rider Larry Ward wears JT 
gloves, in spite of his Xtreme clothing 
contract? We used to wonder why, but 
now we know. . 

JT C-6 Concept Gloves come in four 
color combinations in sizes S-XL. They 
cost $36.95.

elieve it or not, evaluating products 
B^ Cycle News or any other publica- 

tion for that matter, isn't as fun as 
you might think. : 

Yes, it's pretty cool that we get our 
hands on some pretty nifty stuff, but the 
problem is that we get bombarded from 
all sides by so many companies - many 
of which are smaller or not widely 
known - who want us to try their prod- 
ucts in the hope that we will print some- 
thing in the newspaper and thus give 
them their "props" in the form of editor- 
ial comment. And while history has 
shown that no editor in any magazine 
has ever completely trashed a product 
in print, whether the evaluation is good 
or bad is often immaterial; these small 
companies always seem to be able to 
pull something positive from an evalua- 
tion of their product for marketing pur- 
poses. Simply put, we're not too naive 
to realize that a product evaluation in 
Cycle News can go a long way. 

Well, Dan Moynihan of Dan's RC Stuff 
certainly falls into the aforementioned 
category. Moynihan has been actively 
pushing for us to take a look at his Dan's 
Speedspray Anti-Static All Purpose 
Cleaner for the better part of six months, 





and he has religiously followed up with 
clockwork phone calls to see if we had 
actually tried the stuff out. 

The problem was that when he finally 
got around to sending us a can or two, we 

ought that we were the victims of some 
kind of joke. Let’s just say that Dan’s 
Speedspray didn’t feature the most 
attractive packaging of all the cleaning 
products on the market today, and the 
bright orange can with the proprietor’s 
gaping profile on the label did little to 
kindle our enthusiasm for 
the product. How 
good could it really 
be? 

Dan's Speedspray 
languished in the CN 
offices for more than 
a week, but the day 
came when we need- 
ed to give a test vehi- 
cle a quick cleanup 
before sending it back 
to the manufacturer, 
and we simpy had 
nothing else to use, so 
the Speedspray was 
called into action. It 
was then that we 
relearned the old 
adage, “you can’t 
judge a book by its 
cover.” 

The CFC-free 
Speedspray was devel- 
oped to clean and polish a wide variety of 
surfaces, but where most products just 
clean a surface, Dan’s Speedspray also 
removes static from the item on which it 
is applied to prevent the buildup of new 
dust and grime. Moynihan warns that the 
product is not a restorer, but aside from 
that, the sky’s the limit. 

The best part of using Speedspray is 
spraying it on the surface of the object to 
be cleaned. The product applies as a fine 
foam and then audibly crackles like pop- 
corn as it goes to work eliminating the 
static buildup on the surface. Using a soft 
cloth (paper towels are not recommended 
because they may scratch a fine surface), 
you simply wipe the surface, then flip the 
rag and buff off the Speedspray, leaving 
behind a satiny, anti-static finish that will 
prevent the surface from getting dirty for 
quite a while. 

The more we tried Speedspray, the 
more we liked it. We were surprised at 
how easily the stuff cleaned the painted 
surfaces and absolutely laid waste to the 
brake dust that permeates the wheels of 
our streetbikes, keeping them clean for a 
longer period of time than we'd experi- 
enced with other cleaners. One of our 
motocross testers found that Speedspray 
easily removed the two-stroke oil sludge 
that dropped on the swingarm by the 
muffler and also removed fuel slop dis- 
coloration from the soft-plastic fender 
and tank. A few more hints: We found 
the spray to be competent at cleaning our 
lexan goggle lenses, keeping them dust- 
free; and we successfully cleaned a grimy 
yellow seat on one of our bikes without 
suffering the accompanying “slippage” 
that we've dealt with when using other 
cleaners. All this from a product that is 
claimed to be ozone-safe. 

So despite all those pesky phone calls, 
Moynihan was right. Dan's Speedspray is 
pretty good stuff, and many of our staff 
members have continued to use the prod- 
uct. Now if Moynihan would just get his 
mug off the can, he ought to sell a truck- 
load of it.

Jones forges ahead

ALBANY, NY, NOV. 3-4 

hile hometown favorite Scott 
WV sess was cheered on by the 

18,000 screaming fans at the 
Knickerbocker Arena during the first 
round of the AMA PJ1 Super Arenacross 
series, it was Mike Jones who left Albany, 
New York, with the series points lead. 
Sheak and defending Arenacross Cham- 
pion Jimmy Gaddis swapped wins dur- 
ing Friday night's running of the 125 and 
250cc main events with Gaddis taking 
the eighth-liter-class win and Sheak the

250cc-class victory. Jones had gotten off 
to an unfortunate start in the 125cc class 
with a ninth-place finish after a midrace 
collision with Sheak left them both on the 
ground. But Suzuki-mounted Jones 
rebounded to take second in Friday's 
250cc main behind Sheak, then returned 
Saturday to ride to a main-event sweep 
that left him with a five-point lead over 
number-one plate holder Gaddis, 68-63. 





FRIDAY 


An anxious Shawn Morgan jumped 
the start of the 125cc main and was sent 
to the third row for the second try. Gad- 
dis nabbed the holeshot on the restart 
but a determined Sheak skimmed 
through the whoops to quickly take 
over the point. After a solid start, 
DeHoop was right there to immediately 
challenge now-second-placed Gaddis. 
The two riders went over the Red Dog 
catapult side by side, each determined 
to come up with the advantage, but 
DeHoop was the one who finally did it, 
taking firm control of second as he 
tripled the next section. 

To the delight of the crowd, Sheak was 
out front, but Jones was moving through 
the pack at a blistering pace, passing 
Jeromy Buehl and Barry Carsten in one 
lap, DeHoop the next and then Gaddis to 
move into second. The hard-charging 
Jones then set his sights on Sheak and the 
lead. The duo flew over the big infield 
double simultaneously and each rider 
took a different line though the right-han- 
der that followed, but their lines crossed 
over the triple jump and they collided. 
Both riders went down and Gaddis inher- 
ited the lead. Buehl, DeHoop and Carsten 
were past before the fallen riders were 
able to remount. 

The order of the top three went 
unchanged for several laps before they 
ran into lapped traffic. As Gaddis, Buehl 
and DeHoop approached the white flag, 
lapped riders and hard charging allowed 
Buehl to close up to Gaddis' rear fender 
and the new teammates had a heated 
battle for the lead. On the last lap, Buehl 
managed to pull even with Gaddis in the 
whoop section, but Gaddis got the 
advantage over the double and held on 
to take the win. Buehl had to settle for 
second while DeHoop was third. 

"The first few laps were really 
tough," said Gaddis after his first win of 
the series. “Scotty (Sheak) was charging 
hard and so was Jones. And then I saw 
them go down. Jeromy (Buehl) caught 
up to me after the white flag and I had 
to really kick it back up to stay ahead of 
him. I’m just thankful I'm here (on top 
of the podium)." 

The 250cc main event started the 
same as the previous one had - with a 
restart. The offending rider was 
DeHoop, who would be forced to start 
from the third row. Jones was quickest 
off the line the second time around and 
grabbed the holeshot, but Suzuki- 
mounted Sheak charged through the 
whoops and brought the crowd to its 
feet as he quickly challenged Jones for 
the lead. Sheak pressured Jones for 
some six laps before making a successful 
pass on the leader with a well-executed 
block-pass. Meanwhile, KTM-backed Ty 
Wallace slipped ahead of Shawn Mor- 
gan for third while Gaddis struggled as 
the result of a poor start. 

Sheak held on for the win ahead of 
Jones, while Wallace held off Gaddis for 
third. DeHoop came home in fifth place. 


SATURDAY 


With fans holding "Scott Sheak #1” 
signs throughout the arena, the home- 
town favorite wowed the crowd with 
another fast start. But Sheak's lead was 
short-lived as Jones blasted through the 
whoops to overtake him. Gaddis quick- 
ly followed and Sheak soon found him- 
self in third place. Jones had smooth 
sailing out front while Gaddis and 
Sheak battled for the runner-up spot. 

Just after the halfway flags, Sheak 
made an aggressive attempt to pass Gad- 
dis back for second but wasn't able to 
make it stick. When the two riders 
banged into each other and bobbled, 
Buehl took advantage of the situation and 








passed both riders to take over the run- 
ner-up spot. Jones cruised to the win with 
Buehl second and Gaddis third. Sheak 
and Carsten rounded out the top five. 

A pumped-up Jones was on a roll 
after his 125cc win and would ultimate- 
ly only have to make one pass to take 
the win in the 250cc main event. While 
Honda-mounted DeHoop got the 
holeshot, Jones was right with him and 
made the single necessary pass at the 
end of a long whoop- section. From there 
on it was clear sailing for Jones. 

As the lead pack sorted out, Gaddis, 
DeHoop, Buehl and rookie Charlie Bog- 
ard followed Jones in the top five spots. 
After a slight miscue by Gaddis, 
DeHoop and Buehl were able to move 
past and into second and third, respec- 
tively. Meanwhile, Sheak had suffered 
from a somewhat slow start but had 
wended his way through the pack to 
pass Bogard for fourth. Sheak wouldn't 
last there for very long, however, as 
Carsten spent several laps creeping up 
on him, and then, with two laps left 
finally set up the successful pass to take 
over fourth place. Jones rode to the easy 
win followed by DeHoop, Buehl, 
Carsten and Sheak. с

A mad season

TULARE, CA, NOV. 4-5 
he 1995 vintage racing “regular 
| season” came to a close this week- 
end with a TT/motocross double- 
header at Tulare Cycle Park. 

Both events were sanctioned by the 
American Historic Racing Motorcycle 
Association (AHRMA), with the MX 
being the final round of the AHRMA- 
West Regional MX Series. Triple M Pro- 
motions prepared a pair of excellent 
tracks, which has become the norm for 
Tulare, where some of the best motorcy- 
cle-riding soil in the state can be found. 
There were 278 entries on the two days. 

Rob Ely and Curt Lange were the 
only double-class winners at Saturday's 
TT. Former dirt track racer Ely bor- 
rowed promoter Joe Monger's custom- 
framed Honda XL350+ and used it to 
top the 500cc Four-Stroke Expert and 
30+ Expert classes. But neither ride was 
easy. 














In the Four-Stroke final, BSA B50- 
mounted Rob Poole led for much of the 
12 laps, but a small mistake heading 
onto the back straight let Ely slip past 
and on to the win. Ely got off to a slow 
start in the 30+ division, and was held 
up for 10 laps behind Don Howard. A 
banzai move finally got him into sec- 
ond, then Ely immediately eliminated 
the comfortable lead previously held by 
Matt Rohr. Ely headed down the final 
straight like a freight train, pulled 
alongside Rohr through the left-hander, 
and won by a tire. 

Lange brought out his new pair of 
Bultacos, and used them to win Premier 
Ultralightweight and 30+ Intermediate. 
Larry Madrigal was runner-up in the 
small bikes, with BSA rider Steven Bibb 
getting the spot in the Over 30s. 

At Sunday's motocross, Chris 
Radzinski put on a great show, taking 
top honors in 125 and 250cc Expert 
classes aboard a pair of Kawasakis, 
despite having to ride back-to-back 
motos. His 250cc win came at the 
expense of Honda rider Greg Blazek, 
who earned the West Regional champi- 
onship with his second-place ride. In the 
125s, Radzinski won the event overall, 
topping even the 40+ Experts. 

A nice array of machines competed 
in the 40+ Experts, with the win going to 
Rickman Montesa rider Randy Lewis. 
Rob Poele, Robert Doran and John 
Lundgren were 2-4 overall. 

Bultaco stalwart Rich Yelkin ended 
his tenure as àn AHRMA Novice with a 
victory in the 250cc Novice class and a 
runner-up finish in 30+ Novice, behind 
Kevin Akrey, who was riding his first 
vintage event after a four-year layoff 
from riding. 

Yelkin's traveling companion, Keith 
Lynas, also took a win, his victory com- 
ing in the Premier Lightweight II Inter- 
mediate class despite a pair of crashes. 
Second place went to AJS Stormer rider 
Dave Janiec, who's making the switch to 
bikes with valves for 1996. су

Furrenes burned check 11 and was con- 
cerned about this at the end of the race, as the 
others had recorded zeros. Riley, a fierce com- 
petitor, had gotten back on time and turned it 
up before dropping 15 at check 12, while Fur- 
renes and Keezer lost 17 and Lathrop 18. On the 
last check, three out of four dropped 28, while a 
tiring Lathrop dropped 31. 

Furrenes took the overall win, calling the 
course grueling and very demanding. Riley 
went on to win the 200cc A class with a 68. 
Keezer claimed the Vet Expert class, finishing 
second overall with a 67. Lathrop finished with 
a 70.

Weeks waxes Lake 
Sugar Tree Motocross

Kawasaki-mounted Kevin Weeks scorched the 
competition on his way to 3-1 moto finishes for 
the overall win in the 250cc C class as cold 
November winds greeted riders during the fifth 
round of the Old Dominion State Series at the 
Lake Sugar Tree MX park.

Weeks was ready to make up for his moto- 
one misfortune and came out blasting in moto 
two, taking the holeshot and never looking 
back. Weeks had a big-enough lead to allow 
time for some stylish jumping for the crowd. 
Weeks’ moto win netted him the overall on the 
day, which combined with his two-moto domi- 
nation of the 125cc C class to give him two class 
victories for the event. 

McFarland and Williams again went tooth 
and nail to the finish, with Williams winning 
out in the end to post another second-place fin- 
ish and second place overall. Pierce scored 
fourth behind McFarland the second time 
around while Hilton Davis slid his way into the 
top five overall with a fifth-place finish in moto 
two.

Sheak chic at Motocross 338

The closing week of NESC action at Motocross 
338 saw a cast of celebrities on hand doing bat- 
tle in the 125cc and 250cc Expert classes as Scott 
Sheak survived the horrendous track conditions 
to triumph in the 125cc Expert class. 

Due to the torrential rains that swept 
through the area on the night before, parts of 
the track were flooded, and the uphill loop 
through the woods was closed due to a mud- 
slide.

Three turns 
later it was Lorusso sprawled out in the wet 
sand and Treadwell in the lead. Treadwell 
retained lead position for the next several laps 
but a deep, muddy rut ripped the lead away 
and threw it to Sheak, who held on to it till the 
end. The Orange County Suzuki/Pro 
Circuit/Thor-backed Sheak attempted to outrun 
the rest of the pack, but with the deep ruts, mud 
and water slowing everyone, Sheak took the 
win by five seconds. 

Freight training behind Sheak were Tread- 
well, Carter and Lorusso. These three were busy 
trying to outride and outwit each other, and it 
wasn't until deep in the second half of the moto 
that Lorusso played out a killer pass that left 
both Treadwell and Carter in his shadow. 
Carter also managed to pass Treadwell and 
caught back up to Lorusso, who battled back 
and forth with Carter until the end. Lorusso 
held his ground to beat Carter by a breath. 
Treadwell took fourth and it was Barton claim- 
ing fifth on the last lap after battling his way up 
from getting stuck in the deep ruts several times 
in the moto.

Sampson then remounted and started out on 
the final lap, surrendering about 30 seconds of 
his lead to Morris. As Sampson tried to refocus 
on the race, he fell again starting into the creek 
section, with the event now looking more like a 
Florida race after two hours of motorcycles 
churning up loose sand and gravel. 

That was all Morris needed to close the gap 
and shoot past a struggling Sampson to take the 
win. Sampson, now in second, took out after 
Morris and caught up to him about a mile down 
the trail in an open-field section. Morris and 
Sampson were passing a lapped rider at the 
same time when the lapped rider came over 
into Sampson and they both went down. 

Sampson showed some determination as he 
again picked himself up and mounted a charge 
that brought him to within a wheel length of 
passing Morris at the finish. 

"It was just one of those things when we 
went to pass the slower rider," Sampson said. 
“Morris went left, and I went right, and he just 
came over into me. That's racing."

Culpepper tops Cougar 
Hill Cross Country

BRYSON, TX, NOV. 5 

David Culpepper took top honors in the AA 
Expert class at the 16th and final round of the 
Texas Cross Country series on a very rocky and 
technical course located west of Fort Worth 
near the town of Bryson, to earn his first AA 
Expert win of 1995. 

Culpepper got off to a good start, launching 
his Yamaha WR250 into the lead and keeping it 
there for over a lap. Tom Robinson blitzed 
through the pack after a horrible start to catch 
and pass Culpepper early in lap two. Robinson 
only managed to lead one lap, before Culpep- 
per found him off the track in the trees. Robin- 
son pulled over for. repairs after going through 
the barrels on lap three. 

Darryl Smith passed Robinson while he was 
stopped, but Robinson re-entered the race 
before anyone else came by. Robinson kept 
Smith barely in his sights throughout lap four. 
Robinson then picked up the pace when he got 
the white flag, erasing a 15-second deficit in a 
three-mile stretch. Smith, though, had the 
advantage over Robinson on the mostly one- 
lined course but stalled coming out of a dry 
creek bed. Some lappers slowed Robinson and 
helped Smith get on his tail for a sprint to the 
finish across some open fields. Robinson made 
it easy for Smith as he washed out in a fast 
deep, sandy turn a mile from the finish line. 
Culpepper claimed an uncontested victory 30 
seconds ahead of Smith, while Robinson picked 
himself up to finish third. 

There were only four riders lined up for the 
200cc Expert start, but the pressure was still on 
Joe Bill Pyle. He had to beat or equal Clay 
Hoenshell's score in the Pros to earn the Len 
Rossman award. The Rossman award goes to 
the Expert with the most accumulated points 
for the year and allows him to wear the num- 
ber-one plate no matter what class he chooses 
to ride the following year. Pyle didn't make 
any mistakes today, taking the win and being 
the only rider in his class not to get lapped by 
the Pros. Pyle earned his 11th win of the year in 
the 200cc Expert class and claimed his trophy. 

KTM's Dean Lane got the last laugh in the 
Pro class. Hoenshell though, made him work 
for it, getting his normal start in the Pro class. 
Jeremy Fipps got tangled up in the blinding 
dust just past the first turn and endoed hard 
when he hit a pile of rocks just off the course. 
Lane avoided the accident and worked up to 
second quickly. He stayed there pressuring 
Hoenshell throughout the five-lap contest. On 
the last lap, Lane forced Hoenshell into a crash 
and pulled away to take the win by 20 seconds.

World Championship in Sep- 

tember on a rock-hard, blue- 
groove circuit in Gaildorf, Germany, 
South African transplant Greg Alber- 
tyn announced to the world that he 
was leaving the European-based 
Grand Prix circuit to come to the U.S. 
to take on the high-flying Americans. 
Directly after signing a contract with 
American Suzuki, Albertyn and his 
five-time 500cc World Champion 
mentor, Team Suzuki Manager Roger 
DeCoster, began planning and train- 
ing for an assault on the 1995 Ameri- 
can Supercross Series. After dominat- 
ing the World Championship circuit, 
winning the 125cc World Champi- 
onship in '92 and the 250cc title in '93 
and '94, Albertyn felt that he had 
accomplished all of his goals in natur- 
al-terrain motocross and wanted to 
become a Supercross Champion. 
DeCoster was thrilled. Hired on to 
breathe new life into Suzuki's ailing 
250cc race program, DeCoster got just 
what he was looking for in Albertyn - 
a proven champion with the talent 
and desire to make Suzuki, so long a 
non-entity in 250cc American Super- 
cross, a contender. 

When the 1994 U.S. Supercross 
Series circus rolled into a wet Orlan- 
do, Florida, for the season opener in 
early January, the motivated Alber- 
tyn was eager to-prove his mettle to 
the American racing world. Despite 
the best-laid plans, things did not go 
well in Albertyn's long-awaited 
supercross debut. The season started 
off on a very rough note as his 
evening ended abruptly with a dislo- 
cated shoulder after a fall on a dou- 
ble jump during a heat-race battle 
with teammate Ezra Lusk. Albertyn 
walked off the track in agony, arm 
raised above his head to help allevi- 
ate the pain. Unfortunately, his 
supercross season would not get 
much better. Despite giving it every- 
thing he had, Albertyn was not yet 
attuned to the rough-and-tumble, 
jump-filled world of American super- 
cross racing. He would later observe 
that there was nothing he had faced 
in Europe that could have prepared 
him for the cut-and-thrust, ultra-tech- 
nical U.S. stadium circuits. But 
“Albee” kept plugging away and 
would eventually get in a groove and

begin to card some strong results, the 
best being a fourth-place finish at the 
boycott-tainted Las Vegas Supercross 
in June. Although he was never a 
threat to win (or to get anywhere 
near the podium, for that matter), 
Albertyn kept improving, edging 
toward the top of the leaderboard as 
the season wore on into the late win- 
ter months: 

Immediately after the Atlanta 
Supercross in late February, the U.S. 
circuit jumped out of the smoke- 
filled, cavernous stadiums and into 
the breezy great outdoors for the 
annual American motocross opener, 
the Gainesville 125/250cc National. 
Although Albertyn had initially 
claimed that he had come to America 
to be a supercross rider, word had it 
that he was completely stoked to be 
back out on a natural-terrain 
motocross circuit - albeit an American 
one. The Gatorback circuit is etched 
out of the remnants of an old rock 
quarry in Northern Florida and con- 
stitutes a whacked-out mix of sand, 
hard-pack, drop-off jumps and 
breathtaking supercross obstacles. 
The most intimidating obstacle pre- 
sent that day was "The Elevator," 
which required the 250cc riders to pin 
the throttle to the stops in order to 
clear its ominous face. When the gate 
dropped on the season-opening first 
moto, Albertyn showed everyone 
why he is a three-time World Cham- 
pion by going straight to the front of 
the pack. Albertyn would sail alone in 
the lead until National outdoor sensa- 
tion Mike LaRocco began to reel him 
in. Upon making contact with Alber- 
tyn's yellow rear fender, LaRocco 
latched on and the two went at it in 
ferocious battle. Albertyn wouldn't 
budge and the two fought tooth and 
nail to the better end. With one lap 
remaining, LaRocco would pass for 
the lead after Albertyn missed a shift 
due to a stubborn transmission that 
was beginning to go south. 

LaRocco would come out on top 
with the moto win, but Albertyn had 
impressed the American spectators 
immensely with his stunning ride 
(McGrath would go on to win the 
National overall after both LaRocco 
and Albertyn destroyed wheels on the 
evil, aforementioned Elevator) and 
many predicted that he would win 





the season-ender at Puyallup, Washing- 
ton. Though Robert won more events 
than anyone else by far, Dave Nicoll got 
the series title on points... Ake Jonsson 
battled fierce competitors and drizzling 
rain in San Francisco to take the overall 
victory in the penultimate round of the 
Inter-Am series.

However, it was not 
to be. 

At round two of the series in 
Sacramento, California, Albertyn rode 
well but showed a slight weakness 
that would haunt him throughout the. 
entire series. After finishing a close 
second to Jeff Emig in moto one, 
Albertyn was involved in a frantic 
multi-rider dogfight in moto two. As 
a result of floor-boarding his one-off 
RM250, Albertyn had arrived in sec- 
ond place after passing Doug Henry, 
John Dowd and Jeff Emig (Kiedrows- 
ki was already long gone with the 
lead). As the moto wound down to its 
final minutes, Albertyn had the over- 
all win in hand, but something went 
wrong. With less than two laps 
remaining, Albertyn was passed back 
to sixth (and third place overall) by 
Henry, Dowd, Emig and McGrath. 
What happened? Albertyn, caught off 
guard, proclaimed that he was 
shocked at the hectic pace kept by the 
American racers throughout the 
course of an entire moto. They fought 
hard for their position from begin- 
ning to end. According to a tired 
Albertyn, this did not happen in 
Europe. While continuing to “cut his 
teeth” in getting to know the Ameri- 
can tracks, riders, technique and cli- 
mate, Albertyn would go on to score 
solid third-place overall finishes at 
Budds Creek, Maryland and 
Buchanan, Michigan before his season 
ended on a smoldering-hot day in 
July with a broken wrist suffered at 
the Troy, Ohio, National. 

In retrospect, Greg Albertyn would 
end up being a réal-world test case 
for the brave new world of interna- 
tional motocross. Albertyn and his 
plight in America would come to per- 
sonify the drastic differences between 
U.S. and European-based GP 
motocross. When Albertyn came to 
America, every motocross fan on the 
planet wanted to see how the three- 
time World Champion would fare 
against the American riders on their 
rough, supercross-oriented, technical 
tracks. While a dominant figure on 
the high-speed, wide-open tracks of 
the European GP circuit, Albertyn 
had a tough time adjusting to the 
American way of motocross life. To 
further illustrate this “two worlds”

des Nations team of Steve Lamson, 
Jeff Emig and 500cc rookie Ryan 
Hughes showed up in Sverepec, Slo- 
vakia, this fall, they faced a lightning 
quick, technically void circuit that 
was completely foreign to them. 
Although the team rode extremely 
well (losing the event by a single 
point to the Belgians), the three 
American racers never came to terms 
with the full-tilt, sweeping Slovakian 
circuit.

Sverepec 
was a classic example of the type of 
circuit that Greg Albertyn shined on 
in Europe and was a direct contrast to 
what he now had to deal with in the 
U.S. To most insiders and pundits, no 
doubt drawing conclusions from 
these recent events, it is now very 
apparent that the two worlds of 
American and European motocross 
have grown drastically apart. Just as 
Albertyn learned. А 

Without question, Greg Albertyn's 
1994 appearance has been great for 
American: motocross. Congenial, 
humorous and approachable, Alber- 
tyn gives the impression that he actu- 
ally enjoys being out at the races 
(something a few of his American 
contemporaries could learn from). 
^Dr. Albee" is already beginning to 


. generate a solid base of U.S. fans who 


appreciate his gritty, determined, 
never-say-day attitude. Although he 
did not win a Supercross or National 
moto in 1995, Greg Albertyn more 
than proved himself. While having to 
cope with an extremely steep learning 
curve, Albertyn suffered a number of 
nagging injuries and struggled at 
times to get his head wrapped around 
the intimidating U.S. Supercross and 
National circuits. Despite all of this, 
Albertyn showed brilliant flashes of 
speed and determination that exem- 
plify his ability to run with, and 
defeat, the best that America has to 
offer. If he can show a little more 
patience and stay clear of the injuries 
that have plagued him throughout 
the year, Albertyn will be a winner in 
America in 1996. He just needs to 
bring it all together. €N
